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It is often the practice to quote calculated ‘U’ values of walls construction as a 


basis for determining thermal efficiency.

OMPLETE freedom in the disposition of the pieces of furniture in a room is 
é always highly desirable, but probably never more clearly demonstrable 
than in the instance of the hospital ward. Here, one must pay full regard to 
flexibility in the placing of beds as well as to the need for daily ward clean- 
ing. The question may be asked, which heating system will measure up to 
these stringent demands? 


A heating system which finds favour with more and more architects faced 
with this sort of problem is Crane Skirting Heating.

In Parliament : . 
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IS CAMBRIDGE MISSING AN OPPORTUNITY? 


S Cambridge going the right way about finding an architect for Churchill 

College? A limited competition with so large a field as twenty seems to 
be the worst of compromises. If the authorities wish to limit the choice to 
established practices they ought to have brought the number down to six or 
so by looking at executed works. The alternative was an open competition, 
and what an encouragement this would have been to the younger man! With 
doubtless unintended irony, one of the University assessors, Sir William 
Holford, said in one of the national newspapers last Sunday: ‘There is an 
enormous pool of unliberated talent among young British architects,’ and went 
on to paint a sombre picture of the plight facing today’s ambitious young 
men in the profession. If Sir William could still persuade Cambridge to hold 
an Open competition it would avoid the appearance of the present scheme 
being a case of inviting only established firms to compete. It would be interest 


ing to know whether the RIBA was consulted, and what advice it gave. 


MOTOR ROAD MADNESS 


O continue to plan urban motor roads other than as a combined operation 

by all concerned is just madness. But that is what is happening today 
in this country, in spite of what may be thought to the contrary. For proof 
it is only necessary to examine the extensive exhibition ‘Town Roads for 
Today—and Tomorrow’ open until tomorrow (February 7) at the Institution 
of Civil Engineers, London. 

Of some twenty schemes illustrated from England and Wales, only two 
instances afford indication that the architectural profession has been consulted, 
and in no instance is there evidence of landscape architects being members 
of the planning group. Indeed, on the available evidence of the plans, maps 
and photographs displayed, it would appear that town planners and sociologists 
have also been ignored. To see at the same time the many examples from 
cities in other parts of the world is to have illustrated, clearly, that co-operation 
had practically invariably taken place between the road engineer and other 
specialists. Is it fair that our county and city engineers should have to cope 
with urban road improvement problems as a matter of routine? These are 
problems which should be dealt with as a planned operation and not midst the 
hurly-burly of routine work; help of colleagues in ailied professions and from 
specialist urban road engineers must be sought. 

While recognising that every city in Great Britain has its own specialist 
problem, let us stop calling them * abnormal’ ones. Every improvement task 
is a challenge, but it is because of lack of co-operation that so many improve- 
ments are treated in a manner which causes not only current difficulties but 
will bequeath to the future an expensive legacy of trouble and waste. To 
begin with, let the details be considered as carefully as the whole concept, for 
so often it is the heavy ham-fistedness of the detailing which is the trouble. 
Landscaping, lighting and design of the viaduct supports are just as an 
important part of the whole as the road surface and its construction. 

To turn to the exhibition again, models are displayed but many of them 
are useless except for the purpose of showing off projects to laity in the form 
of the local authority committee and council members. Too much is not 
shown, meaning insufficient consideration of detail. Yet the exhibition is of 
interest if only because of the opportunity to see so many city plans together 
in one room, but it has obviously far greater implications, and it is hoped that 
the Ministry of Transport staff have been allowed to spend the whole period 
of the exhibition studying the schemes and the significant lesson they offer. As 
an exhibition, the British Road Federation deserves congratulation on its 
organisation of the display. 
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The Royal Institute of British Architects, together with other interested 
bodies, must continue its campaign for full concurrent effort at all stages and 
the Minister of Transport must take a positive line in advising local authori- 
ties to seek architectural, town planning and landscape advice when projects 
for new roads and motorways are being conceived. 


Notes of the Week 


RIBA Prize Night 


‘@!TUDENTS’ NIGHT’ at the RIBA 

on Tuesday was outstanding for the 
contributions made by the President and 
by Mr. Edward Mills to student under- 
standing. Mr. Spence’s Address was one 
of the best for some years—humorous, 
wise and inspiring. His advice to students 
to get inside the mind of their current 
idols and to avoid copying elevational 
treatment whose purpose they had not 
understood was sound; as a_ result, 
students will look at the illustrations in 
the architectural papers with fresh eyes 
we hope. 

Mr. Mills’s comments were blunt but 
much to the point, as a good critic's 
should be. Several points emerge very 
clearly from his remarks. First, that 
competitors do too frequently fail to 
appreciate what is required of them: 
second, that many good ideas are spoiled 
by careless working-out and presentation; 
third, that there is insufficient competi- 
tion for some of the valuable student- 
ships which, as Mr. Shepheard said last 
year, are tax-free. This last comment is 
true even of those prize programmes 
formerly held to be out of date but since 
* modernised.’ 

We ourselves wonder whether the 
prevalent habit of ‘group’ working in 
the schools may not in part be respon- 
sible? All prizes on offer in the RIBA 
awards are for individual competition; is 
it possible that too many students feel 
‘intellectually naked’ when faced with

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a problem demanding individual solu- 
tion, and so are unwilling to chance their 
arm? 

The Furniture Exhibition 

SPEAKING plainly for brevity, it’s 
become almost too tempting to take the 
mickey out of this recurring event at 
Earls Court, writes Basil Marriott. 
Neither the organisers nor the sponsors 
are entirely to blame for this, but rather 
an illiterate though pretentious element 
among exhibitors who regard themselves 
as the boys who know ‘ what the public 
want,’ without either noticing or conced- 
ing that the good stuff also sells. This 
might be OK if the same gentry did not 
so clearly dismiss the designers, makers 
and buyers of the latter as * long-haired 
Charlies.’ 

The fact is that the industry carries 
some weak-or-worse sisters at the tail of 
the train now whirling a new public, with 
new purchasing (or borrowing) power, in 
pursuit of pace-setters whom they openly 
despise but secretly cannot manage with- 
out. I don’t suppose the industry, or the 
Furniture Exhibition organisers, ignore or 
approve this situation but it colours the 
outcome which already involves socio- 
economic questions neither relevant nor 
explorable in a short note. Better to say 
that the good firms are again showing 
good things, the bad bad but catching up; 
that the arrangement and average slowly 
improves; and that the show is stiil worth 
doing.

SIGNIFICANTLY, Queen Victoria’s Rail- 
way Coach steals it. Intensely lush and 
elegant both inside and out, it is very

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‘modern’ in spirit and detail and makes 
the mink look pretty mousey on the 
World’s Most Fabulous Bed elsewhere. 
The ‘House and Garden’ Stand, gener- 
ally a refreshing antidote, takes second 
place. This time, the fashionable incon- 
gruities seem a little forced, as may 
happen when taste in assembly is the aim, 
instead of design. More successful, 
therefore, if less sophisticated is Misha 
Black’s *‘ New Rooms for Old,’ as an edu- 
cational aid in the CoI[D manner. By 
mechanism whose overhead gear is 
among the best things in the show, some 
unfashionable drearies are exchanged 
before your eyes for the currently 
approved do-it-yourself Design for 
Living. The lesson is elementary, but evi 
dently still necessary for exhibitors as 
well as public. The problem the Furni- 
ture Exhibition can usefully tackle thus is 
basically simple, but needlessly compli- 
cated by an element of commercial greed 
temporarily (one hopes) exploiting sheer 
ostentation and the resulting chaotic 
values of today. 


‘Ceremony and the Crafts Today’ 


THERE HAS BEEN LITTLE OPPORTUNITY 
lately to mention here the valuable ex- 
hibitions at the Crafts Centre. That under 
the above title is of particular import- 
ance to architects, however, and may 
also explain my own constant urging of 
the Crafts Centre’s use as a yardstick for 
comparison with the machine-made stan- 
dards increasingly finding acceptance in 
sometimes inappropriate fields, 
Basil Marriott. 

This sampling of the  craftsman- 
designer’s work in the field of formal and 
ceremonial ‘furnishings,’ both ecclesias- 
tical. and secular, illustrates his (or her) 
unassailable position there—at least as 
long as drip-dry church vestments or 
typewritten rolls-of-honour remain by 
common consent unthinkable. That 
position is consolidated, thanks to the 
Monotype Corporation, by a selection 
of the work of Eric Gill, since his death 
eighteen years ago still a master-yardstick 
at least in the branch of lettering and 
typography. Gill's readiness—in his time 
exceptional—to emerge from the ivory 
tower to serve industry and commerce is 
exemplified by his *‘ Gill Sans’ typeface. 
This, though dating from the first quar 
ter of the century and primarily aiming 
at convenience and legibility, still survives 
fashionable revivals.

Eric GILL, as few others before or 
since, fully realised the relation between 
calligraphy and typography, and the com- 
promises necessary in the transition; he 
was among those helping book-produc- 
tion to become perhaps the most striking 
vindication of standardisation and mass- 
production. Though a great loss, he is 
followed by others whose designs simi- 
larly grow from knowledge and love of 
the media and methods involved, and 
their capabilities of modification when 
unavoidable. The field covered by the 
current exhibition—at Hay Hill, W1, 
until February 21—is evidently most con- 
genial to them, and architects who have 
from time to time to pronounce on such 
matters (which sensible ones now will- 
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Mr. Francis G. Fleury, President, RICS, 
presenting to Mr. Maurice Grieves his diploma 
of membership as a chartered surveyor.

Grieves is the winner of the Driver Prize in 
the Institution’s final examination (see Note) 


ingly delegate) will be well advised to 
visit the Crafts Centre and familiarise 
themselves with the very realistic services 
it offers. The clear and succinct presen- 
tation of these in its literature is an 
example to many self-styled * business- 
like’ bodies. 


RICS Presentations 


BEING awarded a Diploma after years 
of hard work brings a sense of great 
achievement. Such no doubt was the case 
of over 200 people who received diplomas 
from the hands of Mr. Francis G. Fleury, 
OBE, FRICS, president of the RICS, at 
the annual receptions for new members 
held recently at the Institution’s head- 
quarters, 12 Great George-street, SW1. 

In his address, which followed the pre- 
sentations, Mr. Fleury stated that the 
Institution provided the background for 
the chartered surveyor and that the 
reputation of the Institution was in their 
hands. 

Sir Alexander Killick, secretary, in his 
usual good form, ended the proceedings 
by providing a short but amusing speech. 
Formalities over, the new members were 
then free to take tea and tour the 
building. 


P. Morton Shand on Architecture 


FOR MOST PEOPLE the name of P. Mor 
ton Shand suggests writings on the sub- 
ject of wine. That he was also an excel- 
lent writer on architecture we are 
reminded by the January number of the 
AA Journal, which is devoted to a selec- 
tion of articles he wrote on the subject 
between 1924 and 1941, compiled and 
edited by Mr. Brian Housden. Their 
general theme is the movement towards a 
contemporary architecture, and they range 
over a wide field, from the schism between 
architecture and engineering to the 
materials and methods of modern con- 
struction and some of the men behind the 
movement—Mackintosh, Van de Velde, 


H. Hoffman, Loos and Wagner, 
Behrens, Wright, Maillart and Asplund 
As the editor remarks, they are written 
with * accuracy and incisiveness,’ and they 
make excellent reading. Among the 
numerous illustrations the drawings and 
photographs of a spiral reinforced con- 
crete staircase at the 1908 Franco-British 
Exhibition is of special interest. It could 
be one of Nervi’s latest works. 
NFBTE Dinner 

Mr. HuGH Mo tson, the Minister of 
Works, seemed to strike the right note 
for the occasion when he spoke at the 
NFBTE’s annual dinner at Grosvenor 
House last week. He touched upon the 
large volume of new building work now 
coming forward—sweet music indeed to 
ears of an industry in which many firms 
have been experiencing trying times of 
late—and paid tribute to the builders for 
doing so well last year, in spite of their 
difficulties, and keeping prices stable. The 
Minister also had some nice things to say 
about Stanley Hearder, the Federation’s 
Director, who will be retiring at the end 
of next month. ‘ He has never been back- 
ward in voicing the Federation’s interests,” 
said Mr. Molson, * yet he has also under- 
stood the point of view of others.” He 
wished Mr. Hearder well, and the best 
of luck to his successor, Mr. Peter Trench.

EARLIER the 900 members and guests 
present had heard the retiring President, 
Mr. C. P. Howells, propose the toast 
of Her Majesty’s Government. Crystal- 
gazing for a moment, and possibly with 
half an eye cocked on a general election 
in the not too distant future, Mr. 
Howells expressed the hope that if Mr. 
Molson was not the builders’ principal 
guest next year it would only be because 
Mr. Macmillan had seen fit to appoint 
him to an even more responsible post in 
the Government.

warmth, wit and wisdom into this pleas-

But Sir Percy is too experi- 
enced an after-dinner speaker to be serious 
for long and his subsequent droll tale, of 
exquisite Welsh flavour, rounded off a 
toast list which occupied little more than 
half an hour.

ARCHITECTS nowadays live and work 
in many places, from tower blocks to 
mews cottages, but only one firm (so far 
as we know) has made its headquarters 
in Park-lane. The office-warming party 
which Messrs. Arthur Kenyon, Tauté & 
Partners gave at No. 140 on Monday to 
celebrate their entry into the West End 
was an extremely pleasant affair at which 
the three partners and their wives were 
hosts to a large number of guests. These 
included Sir Alfred Bossom who has this 
week asked what must be a record num 
ber, even for him, of Parliamentary ques- 
tions. There can be few architectural 
offices in London with a finer outlook 
than these. Their many friends will wish 
Mr. Kenyon and his partners continued 
success in their new home.

_ programme of building planned for 
the Singleton Park site includes a new 
chemistry building which is already under 
construction and which should be com- 
pleted during 1960.

HE present proposals are an attempt to 

find convenient sites for buildings in 
the immediate building programme, name- 
ly, physics and a hall of residence; to 
arrange future buildings in a form which 
will give an overall unity and consistency to 
the layout and which will bring existing 
buildings into a closer relationship with 
each other; to create a university environ- 
ment by the layout and form of buildings, 
and to restore a greater portion of the site 
to pedestrian use and finally to increase, if 
possible, the potential area of floor space 
in future buildings. 

It is proposed that a ribbon of buildings 
should enclose the central area of the site 
in such a way as to create two main 
pedestrian courts. The road system (with 
the exception of a forecourt approach for 
ceremonial purposes) would be reorganised 
so that it passes round the perimeter of the 
site and serves all buildings. The proposed 
ribbon of buildings would be equal in 
height to the cornice line of the present 
arts building : it would, therefore, pick up 
the scale of the buildings on either side of 
the forecourt and would carry this scale 
consistently throughout the entire layout 
Within this consistent background, build- 
ings differing in purpose and form (like the 
library and chemistry buildings) can be 
brought into relationship with each other. 
The proposed new chapel building and 
examination hall will give added interest.

Churchill College, Cambridge 

HE Trustees of Churchill College, 

Cambridge, have invited 21 firms of 
architects to submit designs for College 
Buildings on a site in Madingley-road, 
Cambridge. They have appointed Sir 
John Cockcroft and Mr. Noel Annan 
(Trustees) and Mr. Basil Spence, ARA, 
PRIBA, Sir William Holford, FRIBA, 
and Sir Leslie Martin, FRIBA, as 
assessors.

HE Manor Guildhouse is fundamentally the long 

deferred replacement of the Men’s Hostel, Holbrook- 
lane. This came into being in 1916 as part of temporary 
provision for munition workers and, with wooden huts 
which housed families, was eventually handed over to the 
Council by the Ministry of Works. The families were 
rehoused first and a replacement Guildbouse for the single 
workers was planned at Spon End. The slab for this was 
laid down and some furniture bought, but the 1939 war put 
an end to the project which went into cold storage until 
fresh plans were made in 1954. 

From 1916 to now it has been evident that in Coventry 
there exists a continual demand for single workers accom- 
modation and the Men’s Hostel was fully occupied from 
1916 to date by 325 men. 

Early in 1954 the Housing Committee resolved that an 
immediate start should be made on the new Men’s Hostel 
and a preliminary scheme was prepared by the City 
Architect. Because of difficulties in obtaining building 
operatives for traditional construction in Coventry, 
advantage was taken of the general contractors’ * Inter- 
grid’ system, making use of factory-made prestressed 
concrete components. 

The four-storey living blocks grouped about the central 
two-storey administration block are designed to house 25 
or 26 residents on each floor, each of whom have their 
own centrally heated room including wash basin with hot 
and cold water, a built-in wardrobe, bed, table and chair. 
Each 25 residents have the use cf a kitchen, in which are 
individual food lockers. sinks, and electric cookers; a 
sitting room and an ablution room with baths and showers. 
The charge to each man for all the above facilities is 38/- 
per week. 

As may be seen from the layout plan, the building has 
been made an integral part of Manor House Housing 
Estate. The object of this is to create a feeling of 

* belonging to a domestic community. particularly for 
the old people who occupy a large proportion of the 
ground floor. This means that the building is away from 
the city centre, but is very near the termination of a bus 
route and will be close to the new Bell Green District 
Centre. 

The administration block is situated centrally and 
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The Manor Guildhouse Hostel, Coventry 


provides the only means of access to the building. 
Amenities include shop, tea bar and billiards room. The 
Superintendent’s office is off the main entrance hall with 
his flat immediately overhead. This arrangement gives 
adequate rigid central control essential in a building of 
this nature. 

Ancillary buildings include a laundry with four double 
washing tubs and wringers between, ironing table and 
drying room with men’s lockable cubicles. Provision has 
been made for 50 cycles and 10 motor cycles in five garages. 
A cark park for 30 cars has yet to be constructed. Also 
included are two stores and a garage for the Superinten- 
dent’s car. 

A precast concrete frame and cladding units (the 
* Intergrid ° Mark II system) have been used. This frame 
takes advantage of pre-stressed and post-tensioned methods 
of construction. Designed on a 3 ft. 4 in. module, there 
is considerable flexibility of span and height. Column 
bases and ground floor slab are non-standard items and 
form the ground base for the frame. Columns are erected 
on the prepared bases. Cross sections of the columns 
vary according to the function they perform, e.g.. external 
corner, internal corner, etc. Lengths vary in units of 10 in. 
The column head is a separate pre-cast unit bolted to the 
column and is a platform for beams. Variations of head 
occur in the number and direction of beams taken from it. 
Beams are built up from 3 ft. 4 in. (and some 6 ft. 8 in.) 
lengths, open web pre-cast concrete units of constant 
section, varying strengths being obtained by applying 
varying stress to the teisioning wires which run through 
the concrete units. The finished beam lengths form first a 
primary system at 3 ft. 4 in. centres. These are then 
‘laced’ at right angles with similar units at 3 ft. 4 in. 
centres and stressed across the primary beams forming for 
each floor a 3 ft. 4 in. grid of beams. 

Square pre-cast concrete floor slabs designed to fit into 














this floor grid are placed in position. Quite critically 
designed, these vary in depth from 2} in. at the edge to 
1 in. at the centre of the slab. On the staircases a pre-cast 
double cranked beam forms a frame for pre-cast concrete 
treads (open risers) and landing slabs. 

In addition to the bracing provided by each floor, 
vertical bracing walls of concrete blocks are necessary in 
two directions and, in addition, a structural screed is used 
at roof level instead of the pre-cast floor slabs. 

Cladding is generally of 1 ft. 8 in. height. Each external 
concrete slab is fixed between columns usually either 
6 ft. 8 in. or 10 ft. apart. Fixing of these is usually by 
concrete dowel wedged through a fixing flange in the slab 
and into the column or, if the panel is used as bracing, by 
bolts. Various finishes may be used as required. 

The internal walls are finished with 3 in. and 24 in. 
hollow clay blocks with two-coat lime plaster. Ceilings 
are ‘Asbestolux’ % in. standard board chamfered edge 
panels on hidden metal angle and the floors covered with 
1 in. thick thermo-plastic tiles on 1} in. screed, except 
kitchen and ablution areas which have granolithic paving. 
Each cubicle has a hcrizontal centre pivoted opening light 
with permanent ventilation in a fixed light at the side and 
a plywood-faced hollow core door with suited mortice 
locks and knob furniture. 

Ex*ernal walls are finished in concrete slabs faced in 
white Derbyshire spa green Criggion granite contrasting 
with } in. vertical cedar boarding, plastic finished. 

Heating is by a low pressure three-pipe hot water 
system supplied by solid fuel boilers. Each cubicle has 
a 9 in. high skirting heating unit under the window, the 
width of the cubicle. 

There is a central meter room to eight distribution 
boards serving 50 rooms. Each room contains ceiling 
light fittings and 2-amp. socket outlet. These outlets are 
grouped to facilitate the detection of misuse.

To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—I have been very interested, for 
many years, in the methods sug- 
gested by the building industry to 
increase productivity, e.g., courses in 


management training, 
incentive schemes, etc. On reading or 
listening to lectures on these subjects, 
however, I always feel that, except in the 
case of the bigger firms, the builders’ 
office staff are being asked to take on 
additiona: work, to increase the profits 
for the master builder and operatives, but 
those working the proposals get very little 
incentive. 

Operatives over the past five years have 
received increases in wages totalling 28 per 
cent. How many managers, estimators, 
senior surveyors’ clerks, etc., have received 
this increase ? 

In the *vacancy* columns of your news- 
paper I see that managers, estimators and 
senior surveyors are still being offered the 
* princely * sum of £1,000 or less per annum, 
whilst their responsibilities, due to new 
methods of construction, increase daily. 

Unless some incentive is given to the 
office staffs, 1 believe all the good work 
being tried will be of little avail and that 
will speak, in the main, to deaf 
ears and their recommendations will rarely 
be adopted. Hence the building industry 
will miss the opportunity of increasing its 
efficiency, to the detriment of all engaged 
in the industry and those who pay for our 
* FUTURIST.’

Uses of Foamed Slag Aggregate 

To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—We would refer to the article 
* Structural Lightweight Concrete,’ by 
Mr. J. E. Guest, MIStructE, published on 
page 137 of The Builder of January 16, 
in which it is stated that air-cooled blast- 
furnace slag is one of the chief lightweight 
aggregates but no mention is made of 

foamed blastfurnace slag aggregate. 

It would appear that the author may have 
confused these two types of aggregate pro- 
duced from blastfurnace slag. Air-cooled 
blastfurnace slag aggregate, according to 
BS1047, must have a minimum weight of 
78 Ibs. per cu. ft. and can, therefore, hardly 
be described as a ‘lightweight aggregate.’ 
Foamed blastfurnace slag aggregate, on the 
other hand, is governed by British Standard 
877 and the maximum density, therein speci 
fied, must not exceed 42 Ibs. per cu. ft. The 
difference between these two types of aggre- 
gate is illustrated in British Standard 2028 
‘Precast Concrete Blocks’ where air-cooled 
blastfurnace slag is classed as a dense aggre- 
gate whilst foamed blastfurnace 
classed as a lightweight aggregate. 

Foamed slag has been used in this coun- 
try for the past 25 years, not only for its 
thermal-insulating and fire-resisting proper- 
ties but for load-bearing and structural pur- 
poses where adequate strengths, within the 
prescribed limits, can be provided. We 
understand that considerable quantities of 
foamed slag were, in fact, incorporated in 
the barges, in the second world war, to which 
the author refers. 

Further, foamed slag aggregate is the only 
lightweight aggregate governed by a British 
Standard, which is included as a permissible 
aggregate, in CP114 (1957).

N 1956 the Governors of Highgate School decided that 

the running of separate kitchens in each boarding 
house and an additional one for day boys was quite 
uneconomic and embarked on this scheme for a central 
hall which would cope with the feeding of the whole 
school. 


The problein was to provide a hall and kitchen where at 
mid-day some 650 boys can lunch at one sitting, whereas 
for breakfast and supper, only the boarders, some 250, 
will be present. In addition, at mid-day a separate sitting 
for the junior school was necessary. The hall was therefore 
planned in two sections with wide openings between them. 
Thus the boarders can congregate in the smaller hall for 
breakfast and supper whilst the whole hall is used at 
lunch time. 


The site chosen was to the north of the cricket ground 
This placed the building conveniently near to the boarders’ 
houses, and provided for an uninterrupted view through 
large windows to the south over the playing field. A 
convenient service road to the kitchens could be provided 
from a public roadway at the back of the building. 

A large ante-room is planned as the boys’ entrance from 
the playing field and a tea room is placed at the opposite 
end of the hall with a large sliding and folding window 
giving a clear view of the match pitch. 
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Externally the building is of warm red Dorking facing 
bricks to harmonize with the other school buildings 
fringing the field, with artificial stone dressings to the 
windows, copings, etc. The roof to the large hall is a 
pitched one and consists of steel trusses covered with 
wood wool slabs, felt and Norfolk pantiles, and there is a 
weather vane mounted centrally on the ridge. The other 
flat roofs are in reinforced concrete covered with a screed 
and green three-layer mineral felt. 


Internally the main halls are plastered and painted. 
The large hall has a stepped fibrous plaster ceiling from 
which hang clustered pendant light fittings. Winch gear 
in the roof space allows for raising and lowering the 
fittings. 


The floors of the dining halls, tea room and ante-room 
are in ‘ Semastic ° tiles of varying colours, whilst through- 
out the kitchens and ancillary rooms heather brown 
quarries have been used. Wash down gratings are used 
in the kitchen for ease of cleaning. 

In the kitchens and ancillary rooms the walls have 
been tiled to a height of 5 ft., the hard plaster surfaces 
above being decorated with emulsion paint. 


The heating and hot water installation is fed from oil- 
fired boilers. The heating of the main hall is by radiators 
and fan convectors. 


The tables and forms in the halls were designed by the 
architects to allow for the maximum variety of layout and 
yet enable the staff to move them about easily. They are 
of oak treated with a heat resistant varnish so as to 
dispense with the use of table cloths. There is a dais 
provided where the Head Master may dine with senior 
boys or guests.

The only natural amenities on this site, which is 
practically level, are a few existing trees. The courtyards 
formed by the buildings have been turfed and the trees 
have been kept in these courtyards wherever possible to 
give a feeling of open space. As grass is difficult to keep 
in this part of London, however, and also costly to 
maintain, it has only been provided in large areas, and 
the smaller areas have been planted with shrubs 


There are large areas of textured paving. Smaller areas 
have been enclosed, with dwarf walls to provide play

spaces for children and there are two large games areas, 
one of which is equipped with swings, etc 

The work was divided into three contracts, due to the 
need for the progressive re-housing of people living in 
existing property on the site. 


During the progress of the work several modifications 
were made to the layout of the site. These have not, 
however, affected the general overall concept or appear- 
ance. One of these was a decision by the Council that 
no shops would be required on this estate as there were 
adequate shops existing nearby. 


A second additional requirement was the increase of 
the areas available, both as garages and for car parking, 
and it has now been arranged for a total of 31 garages 
and for ‘ off road* parking for 62 cars. 

The three-, four- and six-storey blocks have all becn 
designed in load-bearing brickwork with precast floors 
spanning on to spine wall and external wall. The nine- 


and eleven-storey blocks are steel framed with 134 in 
brickwork cladding: in these blocks hollow tile floors 
are being used. 


rhe general internal planning of the flats is in accordance 
with the Housing Manual and modern practice. The 
Lambeth Council, however, decided to use a * utility 
bathroom ~* in which the bathroom is equipped to be used 
for all the household laundry. It is, therefore, designed 
to have not only a bath, but in place of a lavatory basin 
it has a sink, and provision is made for the installation 
of a copper. A _ gas-heated drying cupboard is also 
provided in the bathroom. Both the latter fittings are 
flued to the outer air. Where utility bathrooms are used, 
the WC is in a separate compartment. 

Wherever possible a large store has been incorporated 
in the flats, as well as the normal larder, dry goods and 
broom stores. Pram stores have been provided at ground 
level for half the number of flats, in all cases approached 
from the staircase entrance.

Staircase approach has been provided in all cases, with 
two, three or four flats off a stair. In the case of the 
nine- and eleven-storey blocks a single staircase is provided 
completely enclosed with fire-resisting materials and 
opening on to ventilated lobbies. These lobbies are per- 
manently cross-ventilated by means of openings of at least 
30 sq. ft. each and the flats themselves open on to it. 
This avoids the provision of a secondary staircase, although 
the provision of the cross-ventilated lobby provides certain 
architectural problems. 


Lifts are provided to all blocks above four storeys. In 
the high blocks, downward collective control is being used 
to allow the lift to stop on its downward journey to collect 
other passengers. Miulti-leaf gates are used with manual 
opening and power closing. 


The problem of heating for a scheme of this nature is 
a difficult one. Central heating was ruled out by the 
Council owing to the running costs involved, which would 
become an addition to the rent. Hot water was to be by 
gas circulators fitted individually to each flat and the 
drying cupboards were also gas-heated. In the original 
design, a 2 kW radiant panel fire in a tile surround was 
fitted to each living room with a 1.5 kW convector to 
supplement this in the living room and another in the hall 
for general warming of the flat. 


During the progress of the job, the Council modified 
their instructions and flats in the second contract had 


electric drying cupboards in the bathroom, electric water 
heating and electric space-heating as mentioned above 
For the third contract, however, the Council decided to 
use electric floor heating and electric water heating 
throughout. 


The same architects, acting for the Council on another 
site, designed a scheme of 62 flats with coal fires and 
internal fuel stores. The average cost per flat (inclusive 
of site works, etc.) was £2,385. The usable areas of the 
flats were not altered. 


Floor plans of the Il-storey and 4-storey blocks may 
be found in The Builder May 14, 1954, when the scheme 
was illustrated as a project.

ARCHITECTS 


Mr. Basil Spence’s presidential address to students was delivered on Tuesday, 
February 3, at the RIBA before a full house. The address is reprinted in full, together 
with some extracts from the Criticism of Work submitted for the RIBA Prizes and 
Studentships, by Mr. Edward D. Mills, CBE, FRIBA. 


The President’s Address 


OU will have heard that Professor 

Ludwig Mies van der Rohe has been 
awarded the Royal Gold Medal for 1959, 
and I feel certain that there is universal 
approval of this award because Mies van 
der Rohe is a world influence in architec 
ture—a man advanced in years to whom 
recognition from the RIBA has come 
rather late in life (said Mr. Spence). 

I can well remember immediately after 
the war when I was demobilised, that 
Mies van der Rohe was all the rage. 
The young architects in the schools of 
architecture practically worshipped him. 
His philosophy of the delicate enciosure 
of space and pure structural expression 
swept through the student population, 
almost like a hot Gospel. But I must 
admit to being considerably puzzled 
recently, when I have heard young people 
say that he was no good at all, that his 
work had nothing for them and that the 
great Corbusier was their idol and his

philosophy was all that mattered in this 
day and age. The implication was, of 
course, that if work did not show the 
influence of Corbusier it was just rotten 


The Three Giants 


Now, I think that we should look at 
this whole situation coldly, and without 
undue passion, and we must admit that 
there are three giants now living who 
have affected the face of our cities, and 
as the young know all about them, our 
future cities as well. I think that their 
influence will go far and wide. I refer, 
of course, to Frank Lloyd Wright, Le 
Corbusier and our most recent Royal 
Gold Medallist, Mies van der Rohe. It 
is of great interest to me that they have 
created fashions in design, which, like 
fashions in women’s dress, go in and out 
with alarming rapidity. But I would like 
to point out if possible, the motivating 
force behind these three masters. I think 
they all have one thing in common—it is 
a strong desire to create architecture; and 
it is architecture 
they care about. 
Mies is reported 
to have said that 
he did not wish to 
be known as an 
original architect, 
but only a good 
one, and _ this 
points to a funda- 
mental dedication 
through his own 
personal faith to 
the creation of 
works of archi- 
tecture. We, as 
architects, must 
respect this point 
of view; it is the 
quality of his 
work that mat- 
ters, not whether 
it qualifies as 
great architecture. 

I am convinced 
that all great 
architecture has 
the eternal con- 
stants. There is 
something in com- 
mon. First of all, 
it is the  sensi- 
tive enclosing of 
space, where the 
emotional and in- 
tellectual response 
in the critic or 
viewer, or the 
man in the street, 
is strong and posi- 
tive, and he feels 
it. The great 
space, like St. 
Paul’s Dome, 
which is architec- 
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ture, never fails to impress me through 
its sheer volume, and the magnificent 
way that space is enclosed. In exactly 
the same way, I think Mies throws 
around a spider's web of delicate engi- 
neering, creating architecture of a 
beauty. Corbusier, on the other 
creates space of a different 
strong, beautifully sculptured, thrilling 
and exciting, in its abstract form; he 
encloses space with rhythms of a different 
kind—the depth of material and weight 
come into it, showing perhaps the oppo 
site approach. We have, of course, a 
superb example of this in his Chapel at 
Ronchamp. 

Frank Lloyd Wright is very diverse in 
his works, and some of his human in 
teriors, especially in his own personal 
houses, show a flow of intimate space 
from one chamber into another. He, of 
course, dedicates his work to the service 
of man, he believes in organic growth, 
he believes that buildings should grow 
almost like plants. When one sees his 
creations, in the desert of Arizona, and 
in his native America, there is a mysteri- 
ous indigenous quality about this very 
original architecture. We all await with 
interest his latest great work, the Guggen- 
heim Museum in New York; and this at 
the age of eighty-nine! 
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Fashion Not to be Discounted 


But where does fashion come in? 
Fashion, I firmly believe, should not be 
discounted; it should not be thrown over- 
board. It is useful as a stimulus; it is 
useful as a crop. It tends to give confi 
dence to lesser mortals. But I think this 
is where it ends. The fact that Mies or 
Corbusier or Frank Lloyd Wright does 
something spectacular should not cloud 
the whole vista, but be taken as one great 
man’s approach to the problem, and if 
lots of people like to think in this way 
it may create a fashion, but it is only a 
stimulus and not an end in itself. I can’t 
help thinking that some of the other and 
deeper facets of modern architecture 
such as structural expression, the use of 
materials that are suited to their purpose, 
and various other philosophies which get 
tied up in a sort of architectural code of 
ethics, are in themselves stimuli. I believe 
that they stimulate the artist and give him 
confidence and feed his integrity; but in 
the end one has to ask oneself ‘Is it 
architecture? ° 

Early in this century a great deal was 
written about functionalism. We all know 
that the early theories—that if a thing 
functioned it was bound to be beautiful 
have been disproved time and again. But 
function should also be regarded as a 
stimulus. It can clear the mind and 
simplify the problem if one is interested 
in function; it is a stimulus but it cannot 
be the final goal. Here again the question 
has to be asked, if function is an impor- 
tant stimulus, does it produce in the end 
architecture? 

In my Presidential Address, | 
some conclusions from beautiful build- 
ings in the Acropolis in Athens. It has 
often puzzled me that the columns and 
entablature, beautifully worked in Pentel- 
lic marble with engineering precision, 
culminating in that supreme work of art. 
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AcAnTHus

the Parthenon, was made up of forms 
entirely designed for wooden construc- 
tion, forms that had a structural signifi- 
cance in wood which are purely decora- 
tive in the final form on the Acropolis. 
How is it then, that the Parthenon is great 
architecture? 1 can’t help thinking that 
the Greeks passed through the phase of 
truth in structural expression and entered 
into the sublime portals of perfection; 
they produced in the end great architec 
ture. 


Understanding of Scale 


I think that another constant, beside: 
the enciosure of space, is the complete 
understanding of scale. The art of 
designing to the human stature is a subtle, 
difficult and interesting phenomenon. | 
firmly believe that we, British architects, 
understand this extremely well, and be- 
lieve me, I consider it a very great gift to 
be able to understand this very important 
facet of great architecture. 

I also feei that quality is another con 
stant. Quality, of course, is one of the 
eternal ingredients, but quality has many 
interpretations. I believe that the rough 
concrete of some of Corbusier’s buiid-ngs 
has quality; I believe also that the Par- 
thenon in Pentellic marble has quaiity. 
Our cathedrals, glorious in their stone and 
their beautiful carving, have quality. J] 
believe that Mies’ Seagram building has 
great architectural quality. These never 
go out of fashion. [hese are only three 
of the e:emental properties that make up 
great architecture. There are other con 
stants like unity, vitality, conviction and 
evidence of genius in the author. Of 
course, there are stimuli which drop away 
when current conditions are forgotten and 
have to be looked up in history books; 
| refer to the social problems, the techni- 
cal problems and the economic problems. 
All these drop away like dead ‘eaves leav- 
iag the building stark and naked to be 
seen for what it is. Even today, when we 
go into an Adam house, we look at it as 
architecture, we appreciate the space, we 
look at the doors, the proportions and 
scale, we look at the furnishings, we do 
not condemn by saying that the kitchen 
js very far away and most inconvenient, 


because in Robert Adam's day there were 
many servants. We do not consider the 
plumbing and the heating arrangements, 
inadequate by today’s standards, as crip- 
pling. We look at it as architecture. 

I must say that I was fortunate in 
experiencing one of the great privilege 
that couid be afforded to any architect: 
that is to work with a genius. I worked 
with Lutyens many years ago, a quarte! 
of a century to be exact, and recently 
when I visited Liverpool, where I am 
building a physics building, I went into the 
crypt of the Roman Catholic Cathedral 
there. I had recently visited Ronchamp 
and | was struck by the similarity in the 
weight and strength, and the desire to 
create space, using depth of miateria., 
strongly modelled. Ronchamp to me is 
very similar in essence to the crypt of 
Lutyens’ Cathedral in Liverpool. The 
mou!dings, of course, are Palladian in the 
crypt, where Corbusier does not use 
mouldings at all, but there is this under- 
standing of what great architecture is 
that is common to these two great men. 

I woud like to stick my neck out now 
and make a prediction. I think that 
Lutyens will come back into favour in 
the future. He has been under a cloud 
since his death, but I think there will be 
a gradual coming back to the appreciation 
of this very great man. 

As a side light on these geniuses, is an 
interesting common factor, that is their 
attitude towards their clients. When Frank 
Lloyd Wright was asked his opinion of 
clients, he said: ‘Oh, cients? Poor 
creatures. There is, of course, the story 
of Frank Lloyd Wright which I heard 
from the lips of Eddy Kaufmann, whose 
father had commissioned that famous 
house ‘Falling \Water.. He wished to 
have a house party and he got in touch 
with the caretaker who reported that the 
roof was leaking into the dining room of 
the guest house, and with great difficulty 
Kaufmann senior got in touch with Frank 
Lloyd Wright over a net-work of tele- 
phones. He said: ‘The roof’s leaking 
in my guest house at “ Falling Water,” 
right.y named.” And Frank Lloyd Wright 
was quiet; he said eventually ‘ Where is it 
leaking?’ ‘In the dining room, on top of 
the table; what am I to do?’ Frank Lloyd 
Wright answered: ‘ Move the table.’ 


Lutyens’ Sense of Humour 


Lutyens had the same attitude, and this 
story I am going to tell you illustrates his 
puckish sense of humour. In one of his 
country houses, for which he was famous, 
he had designed a bedroom with a double 
back-to-back fireplace going through the 
centre of the room, leaving it as a free 
standing element. When the client asked 
‘Why?’ Lutyens said: ‘I thought it 
would be very nice to chase a woman 
round that. _This shows amazing self- 
confidence, which I think is common to 
a.l people who are seed-sowers of great 
architecture. 

But I have left out the last one great 
factor which cannot be ignored: the 
personal belief in what you are doing. 
There must be no hesitation. There must 
be complete accord within yourself. There 
must not be the flipping through the 
journals to see what you can pick up to 
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make your design look all right. It must 
be more fundamental than that. It is, in 
other words, dedication to this great art 
of architecture, and to dedicate yourself 
with belief, because I believe that in every 
one of you rest seeds of the British 
genius, in varying degrees of course, the 
seed of quality, of scale, of appreciation 
of material, and of humanity. Nurture 
it, do not be apologetic, allow it to grow, 
be proud of it, it is your heritage. 


Criticism of Work 


i” the course of his remarks, Mr 
Epwarp D. MILs said: Oxford 
Dictionary’s definition of a critic is: * one 
who passes judgment’; in earlier times 
apparently it meant * one who passes judg- 
ment unfavourably.” This ciearly defines 
my task tonight, for I shall make both 
unfavourable and favourable comments, 
and also offer suggestions of some value, 
I hope, to bother present and future com- 
petitors. 

Critics are themselves often criticised. 
Disraeli is recorded as saying ‘ You know 
who critics are? The men who have 
failed in Literature and Art,’ and a certain 
Mr. Dekker once said, ‘Take heed of 
critics, they bite like fish at anything, 
es ecially at bookes.’ With those rather 
unkind comments on critics in mind and 
leaving you to decide upon their signifi- 
cance, I will start * biting.’ 

RIBA Intermediate Design Prize: This is 
confined to Probationers and Students of the 
RIBA, and the prize is a certificate and £100 
to enable the winner to spend at least three 
weeks in Europe studying contemporary 
architecture. This year 275 competitors took 
part in the preliminary competition and ten 
were allowed to proceed with their final 
drawings. 

The subject, “A Small Riding Establish- 
ment with Covered School, was a most 
interesting one. The jury spvent a great deal 
of time examining the entries before deciding 
to split the prize between ‘Bonzo’ and 
*Odds-On’; it was even suggested at one 
stage that a horse might be co-opted on to 
the jury as representing the * user's interest.” 
The idea was rejected as it was felt that 
certain practica! difficulties might present 
themselves. 

Considering the joint prize winners, the 
jury felt that * Bonzo’ [N. Cowasjee] had 
presented an excellent set of drawings with 
very good perspective sketches, and the archi 
tectual character of his scheme was most 
satisfactory. Two points prevented him from 
winning the prize outright: first, the detailed 
planning of many parts of the constituent 
buildings was too tight—he has obviously 
been misled by his own perspective sketches. 
Second, for some undefined reason, * Bonzo ° 
has departed from his esquisse and the pro- 
gramme by providing a riding hall which is 
not enclosed. 

The joint winner ‘ Odds-On* [Hugh Can 
nings] also presented an attractive set of 
drawings, with particularly well developed 
sketches showing a group of buildings with 
good architectural character. His plan is a 
good and workable one, and his structure is 
sound; it would stand un—unlike some sug 
gested by other competitors. The jury felt 
that ‘ Odds-On’ did not give enough informa 
tion on his drawings concerning the materials 
he intended to use; they also failed to see the 
purpose of the raked * brise soleils ’ and con 
sidered the link wal! between the school and 
the stables to be arbitrary and pointless, 

The other eight schemes all possessed ma‘or 
faults that put them out of the running, the 
most common of which were inconsistency In 
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character, poor planning and layout, doubtful 
structural design, and scrappy or inadequate 
presentation, * Bonzo’s’ drawings will repay 
careful study by the unsuccessful candidates. 

The Victory Scholarship; The other design 
prize this year is the Victory Scholarship, 
which is for the advancement of architectural 
education and open to members of the RIBA 
and students who have passed the final 
examination, carrying with it a certificate and 
£150. The subject this year was one that 
should have produced very much better 
results— Pleasure Pavilions in Richmond 
Park near London. An actual site was 
selected and 132 candidates took part in the 
preliminary competition, ten being allowed to 
proceed with their final drawings. The jury 
were frankly disappointed with the quality 
of the work submitted and decided not to 
award the Victory Scholarship, but to give 
three certificates of Honourable Mention to 
‘Vaasa’ [A. G. Batt], ‘Nobism’ [John 
Newton] and ‘ Allilo’ [A. Sangster]. 

Of these three ‘Allilo’ could, with more 
care, have won the prize. On the very fine 
parkland site he has quite rightly allowed the 
park to dominate the buildings with an in- 
formal layout of simple buildings linked by 
covered ways. So far—so good; if he had 
completed his work and presented his design 
adequately he would have been £150 better 
off tonight, but his drawings are incomplete, 
his presentation inadequate and careless 
even the north point is inaccurately drawn 
and his lettering is abominable The 
detailed planning of the various buildings is 
well thought out. 

*Vaasa’s’ drawings are almost unreadable 

practically no colour has been used; at 
least the ponds could have been tinted to help 
the jury to understand his layout and the 
relationship of buildings to surroundings 
‘Nobism’ also gets a Mention, largely | 
feel for his presentation, delightful sketches 
of the buildings in their park setting; the 
buildings themselves are poorly designed, 
clumsy in detail and harsh in outline. The 
layout is uninteresting, but he has given 
thought to the traffic circulation problems 

The two major design prizes this year 
have failed to produce any outstanding work, 
and many of the submissions, particularly 
for the Victory Scholarship, were handi 
capped by incomplete drawings, poor pre- 
sentation, and a general carelessness in 
planning and detail. 

The Silver Medal for Measured Drawings 
is Open to any member of the profession, 
with a prize of £75, but attracted only three 
entries. The jury awarded the prize and 
medal to ‘Arch’ [N. Foster], who submitted a 
set of beautifully drawn sheets. The subjects 
chosen were very interesting and unusual 
buildings, small in size, which he has studied 
very carefully, and the jury highly com- 
mended his work. He selected a Post Mill 
at Bourne and a Church Barn at Burwell 
as his subjects. 

The Owen Jones Studentship: The study 
of the application of colour as a means of 
architectural expression should appeal to 
architects and students, and yet only four 
entries were received for the Owen Jones 
Studentship. The jury awarded the Student 
ship and £250 to ‘ Laplander ’ [G. B. Gasson] 
Their comment on his entry is as follows: 
‘Competent and unemotional, sensitive but 
lacking in sparkle, not much understanding 
of light and shade in colour in his sketches, 
notwithstanding a good line. They ques 
tioned whether *Laplander”® has actually 
seen the mosaics at Ravenna which he repro- 
duces, because of the lack of accuracy in 
both colour and form of these particular 
drawings. However, he will now be able to 
visit Ravenna with his prize money and | 
would strongly recommend him to do so; as 
a result he may be able to get a bit more 
sparkle into his sketches. 


The Silver Medal for an Essay: This is 


open to any RIBA member over 21 and is 
accompanied by a prize of £50. The jury 
were pleased to see a larger entry than of 
recent years—eleven essays were received 
but regret that the standard was so low. It 
was only reluctantly that they decided to 
make an award at all. Generally the entries 
gave the impression of being student theses 
rather than worthy pieces of writing in essay 
form. 

The essay by ‘ Verbascum’ [M. J. Brown] 
on ‘The Architecture of Environment’ was 
a philosophic essay of some imaginative 
power, The author demolishes effectively 
several current town-planning _ theories, 
thereby providing material for stimulating 
thought 

An Honourable Mention goes to * Revival ° 
[D. S. Martin] for an essay on * The Archi- 
tecture of W. H. Lethaby,’ not because this 
was successful as an essay but solely because 
in the course of research many useful facts 
were brought together. 

The Arthur Cates Prize, with a certificate 
and £115, is for the promotion of architec- 
ture in relation to the application of geo- 
metry to vaulting, stability of edifice and 
design, admittedly not a subject that would 
ippeal to the majority of students. But that 
is no excuse for the sole applicant failing to 
comply with the official published conditions. 
The entry appears to have little regard for 
the requirements which relate the prize to 
Classical or Renaissance architecture, and the 
ipplication of geometry to vaulting and 
Stability, and the jury have, therefore, not 
awarded the prize. 


The Standard Rises ! 


So far my comments have been unfavou: 
ably critical and it is, therefore, pleasant to 
turn to the two major post-graduate research 
fellowships, both of which attracted an im 
pressive list of applicants and which have 


resulted in two awards which should produce 
valuable results. 
{/fred Bossom Research Fellowship: First, 


the Alfred Bossom Research Fellowship, 
open to all members of the Institute, From 
the eight applications the jury finally selected 
Mr. G. E. Michell, who receives a fellow- 
ship of £250 to enable him to visit the 
United States to study the architectural im- 
plications of fast motorways. This is a most 
important field of research which urgently 
needs to be investigated in view of the new 
roads programme in this country. 

Mr. Michell is an experienced research 
worker and we shall look forward to the 
results of his study in due course. 

The Rose Shipman Studentship Trust for 
the study of architecture attracted a record 
field of 18 applicants and the jury awarded 
a Studentship to the value of £600 to Mr. 
H. L. Gloag. who also wishes to go to 
America, the subject of his choice being 
‘The Lighting of Windowless Buildings.’ 

Here again is a most important subject 
and an experienced research worker who is 
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going to work on it. I hope that he will look 
into the economic aspects of this problem 
Mr. Gloag’s report should be of immense 
value to the profession when it is ultimately 


published. 


Hints for Future Entrants 


In spite of the good standard of entries 
and the excellent choice made by the juries 
for these two awards, they have asked me 
to comment on the type of application which 
stands the greatest chance of success. For 
future entries the following hints should be 
of value: 

First, applicants must understand the field 
they propose to study and explain their 
intentions clearly; 

Second, intended research must be original 
and not merely finding out what other people 
are doing; and 

Mhird, the work must be capable of being 
carried out by one man in the time specified, 
and not require the services of a BRS team 
for five years. 

If you observe these three simple rules you 
cannot fail. 

The Henry Saxon Snell and Theakston 
Bequest, worth £150, is offered for the study 
of the improved design and construction of 
hospitals and similar buildings. It is open 
to any member of the RIBA, and surprisingly 
only attracted two entries. The jury awarded 
the prize to Mr. W. J. Jobson, of whom 
they said: * He is capable of adding a testi 
monial to the RIBA collection of Saxon Snell 
reports worthy of the donor.’ High praise 
indeed from a jury of experts 

The other applicant, Mr. David Hubert, 
should take comfort in the fact that the 
jury said, “He was unfortunate in having 
such powerful opposition, he should be 
encouraged to enter again as he was a very 
close runner-up. Mr. Hubert must not, 
therefore, be too despondent but try again 
next year 

The Hunt Bursary and £95 for the study of 
Housing and Town Planning only attracted 
two applicants, neither of which came up 
to the required standard and no award has 
been made. To summarise the jury’s views, 
neither of the entries were of sufficient weight 
or provided a sufficiently worthy contribu- 
tion to this important subject 

The Neale Bursary of £125 for the 
measurement of old buildings goes to the 
only entrant, Mr. R. B, Wood-Jones, who 
submitted a remarkable portfolio consisting 
of 56 sheets of measured drawings with maps 
and diagrams devoted to the lesser historical 
architecture of the Banbury region up to 
the end of the 18th century. The jury con 
sidered this to be a most valuable contribu- 
tion to the understanding of the subject and 
approved this future plan to do a similar 
survey of West Suffolk. They suggest that 
this future work might usefully be aug- 
mented by a more detailed record of con-

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The Athens and Delissa Joseph Bursaries 
of £175 for study at the British School at 
Athens is open to teaching staff of Schools 
of Architecture, and this goes to Mr. G. M. 
Toplis of the Regent Street Polytechnic 
School of Architecture. We hope that he will 
enjoy his visit to Greece, and, following the 
President's example, will no doubt discover 
that colour slides of the Parthenon can be 
useful at any time. 

Finally, we have the smaller prizes: £10 
worth of books for students of Art Schools 
and Technical Institutions for a set of draw- 
ings (intermediate Testimonies of Study). 
This was awarded to the only entrant, Mr. 
Alec Maund. 


‘ Dreary Guide Book Stuff’ 


Twelve essays and one set of drawings 
were submitted for the Public and Secondary 
Schools Prizes, but no award was made as 
the jury felt that none of the entries reached 
the required standard. Competitors should 
note that what is required is a critical appre- 
ciation of a building or group of buildings 
based on personal observation, and not the 
usual dreary factual guide book stuff cribbed 
from local histories and travel guides. It 
should be remembered that there are in this 
country buildings other than Gothic cathe- 
drals and parish churches worth studying. 

Only three sets of sketches were submitted 
for the London Association of Master Stone- 
masons’ Prize of £50 offered to students. 

This is an interesting little competition 
which has been brought up to date to attract 
more entries—it specifically calls for a study 
of natural stone in modern buildings. The 
candidate who submitted a set of sketches 
of historic examples eliminated himself and 
that left only two. The jury, very generously 
in my opinion, gave consolation prizes of ten 
guineas to each of these, Mr. J. C. Knowles 
and Mr. J. M. Mainprize (what an appro- 
priate name!). Mr. Knowles’ entry was 
superficial, and pictorial only, with no tech- 
nical detail, while Mr. Mainprize was too 
technical, presenting only small details un- 
related to the whole building. If the two 
could have combined into one entry it would 
have been a winner. 


Some General Comments 


This brings me to the end of this year’s 
prize entries. I have tried to put before you 
the views of the various juries who have 
once more performed their difficult tasks 
conscientiously and untiringly; they all 
deserve our grateful thanks. I have also tried 
to keep my own particular *‘ hobby horses’ 
securely in their stables, but 1 want to repeat 
the substance of what Peter Shepheard said 
in his excellent criticism last year. The 
entries, with a few notable exceptions, were 
scanty and poor and I, too, am astonished 
that nobody seems to want these consider- 
able sums of money—which, let me remind 
you, are tax free. Are we as a profession too 
well off, too busy, or uninterested in research 
or extra-mural study? It has been suggested 
that the prize programmes themselves are 
out of date, but where they have been 
‘modernised’ this has often still failed to 
produce the quantity or quality of submis- 
sions they deserve. 

I have been asked by the officers of the 
Board of Architectural Education to make 
a report to them on this year’s results and 
1 shall try to suggest ways in which the 
appeal of the prizes can be widened, but the 
ultimate responsibility rests with the com- 
petitors. 

One of the features of this year’s a 
missions which concerns me particularly i 
the way in which competitors often le 
the published conditions, or fail to study 
them sufficiently. The requirements of the 
juries are all set out quite clearly in the 


official pamphlet, and there is no excuse for 
failing to observe clearly specified conditions. 

A large number of the prize competitions 
are open to any member of the Institute 
regardless of age, and are not restricted to 
architectural students. I should like to see 
in the future years more entries from older 
qualified members of the RIBA, particularly 
for the Essay Silver Medal, the Bossom Fel- 
lowship, the Saxon Snell Bursary and the 
Hunt Bursary, all of which offer opportuni-

AT HIS Press Conference on Wednes- 
day, following Tuesday's meeting of the 
Council, Mr. Basil Spence, PRIBA, re- 
turned again to the subject of architec- 
tural consultation in preparing schemes 
for urban motorways. ‘We have joined 
battle on this, and we have got to go on— 
it is a clear issue,’ the President declared. 

On Tuesday the Council had received a 
report on the results of action so far taken 
in pressing for having available qualified 
architectural advice at the outset in the 
study of planning for urban motorways. 
It was understood that support of the 
Institute’s casé would be forthcoming 
from the Royal Fine Art Commission, the 
Central Council of Civic Societies, the 
Town Planning Institute and the Civic 
Trust. In addition the  Institute’s 
approach to the Arts and Amenities 
Committee of members of Parliament is 
receiving consideration. Presidents of 
Allied Societies in the provinces, where 
study groups are being set up, reported 
on action taken locally to bring home the 
necessity for adequate town planning and 
civic design in relation to the new feeder 
roads. 

It was agreed by the Council that this 
subject was of such paramount impor- 
tance for the future appearance of town 
and country that every effort should be 
made to bring home to those concerned 
the danger of planning on too restricted 
a technical front. 

Mr. Spence added that during his 
African tour, which begins on March 4, 
the Hon. Lionel Brett will be Acting 
President.

Mr. Molson on ‘Complete Success’ of Government’s 


Measures Against Inflation 


rpHe fortunate position that the build- 
ing industry finds itself in today com- 
pared with January 1958 was the theme 
of the speech made by Mr. HuGH 
Mo.son, MP, Minister of Works, at the 
annual dinner of the National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers, held at 
Grosvenor House, WI, on January 27. 

*A year ago, said Mr. Molson, ‘the 
building industry was suffering, together 
with many others, from the drastic 
measures which the Government had 
taken to check inflation. Today I can 
claim that the policy has been completely 
successful and that the building and civil 
engineering industries are in a healthy 
state. 

‘Production in your industries has 
scarcely fallen,’ the Minister continued. 
‘The peak was reached in 1956 at 
£2,193m. and is estimated at constant 
prices to have been last year £2,160m. It 
4s forecast that output this year will reach 
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a new peak. Even more important is the 
stability of the cost of new construction, 
which was the same from November 1957 
to November 1958. 

* This is the firm foundation upon which 
the Government are now able to make 
relaxations which should add considerably 
to the amount of work in the coming 
months and years. There have been suc- 
cessive reductions in the bank rate from 
7 to 4 per cent. The Chancellor has 
increased the allocation for investments 
of all kinds by the public authorities so 
that the figure for next year will be £125- 
£150m. more than in 1957/58. 

‘The local authorities have been 
allowed to increase their housing pro- 
grammes in 1959 and to proceed with 
other work, provided that it can be com- 
pleted in the next twelve months. That 
is to prevent an over-burden and a return 
to inflation in 1960. I do not think that 
that fear implies too much optimism. I 
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have no doubt that the House Purchase 
and Housing Bill now before Parliament, 
which provides for a new scheme of 
improved grants and will make £100m. 
of public money available for the building 
societies, will provide a great deal of 
extra housing work for your industry.’ 

The President, Mr. C. P. Howells, was 
in the chair. 


THE ANNUAL MEETING 


Lively Discussion on Education 
and Training 


DUCATION training within the 

industry was the subject which aroused 
most controversy when the report for 1958 
was presented by the outgoing President, 
Mr. C. P. Howells, at the annual general 
meeting of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, held in London 
on January 28. 

Mr. K. J. Pearce (President LMBA) raised 
the subject of the thermal insulation of dwell- 
ing houses, the model by-law which is to 
be amended by the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government. Mr. Pearce said that, 
while they would agree that the object of 
achieving a higher standard in this respect 
was desirable, he did hope that the methods 
to be employed would not be laid down jn 
detail in the by-law. He felt strongly that 
the method should be left to the builder 
employed on the job, and he hoped that 
the National Federation would make this 
clear to the Ministry when they submitted 
their observations on the matter. 

Mr. H. E. Compen, OBE (London), said 
that what Mr. Pearce was requesting was 
in fact being done. Some 30 methods of 
achieving the standard of insulation required 
would be listed as acceptable, and any othe 
suitable methods would also be accepted 
They did not, however, want to increase the 
risk of fire when improving the standard of 
thermal insulation nor facilitate the spread 
of dry rot or encourage worm in roof 
timbers. 

A short review of labour matters was 
given by Mr. LEONARD WALDEN (Chairman, 
National Joint Council for the Building 
Industry). He said that, while compulsory 
arbitration was being dropped, the Govern 
ment were nevertheless proposing some sort 
of support for decisions of the industry's 
recognised negotiating machinery. 

The operatives’ representatives, Mr. 
Walden continued, had wanted to submit a 
constitutional amendment notice which 
would lead to the total abolition of labour 
only sub-contracting, but the employers had 
insisted on obtaining safeguards for recog 
nised firms who made use of this type of 
labour. In regard to the new arrangements 
for holidays with pay relating to the period 
in which the holiday may be granted, Mr. 
Walden said that these could be made to 
work only if all concerned carried out the 
agreements in a reasonable way. 

Mr. C. G. Drewitr (Bournemouth) said 
that in the Southern Counties they were 
very much concerned at the decision at 
National level to discuss the subject of a 
shorter working week, and in his area the 
employers were almost 100 per cent. against 
any reduction. He urged most strongly that 
if any reductions were made at all this was 
a golden opportunity to negotiate some con- 
what about making the tea break 
time?

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hours is needed. Let’s have some conces- 
sions,’ he declared. 

Ap. A. E. Mittetr (Stamford) said that 
adjustments in earnings under the sliding 
scale agreement covered only about half of 
the rise in the cost of living, and this pro- 
duced each year additional claims for 
higher wages. One of the nightmares of the 
builder was that he never knew what was 
going to happen in regard to these addi- 
tional claims. They wanted to know more 
clearly what labour rates would be in the 
future when they faced the problem of sub- 
mitting firm price tenders. 

Mr. H. S. Oppie (President IOB) referred 
to the progress of the Institute of Builders 
in the past 12 months, when they had been 
delighted to welcome Prince Philip as an 
Honorary Fellow. Mr. L. J. Hottoway 
(London) pointed out that after next May 
there would be no special case. members 
admitted to the Institute and all would have 
to qualify by examination. There were still 
many builders who should be members but 
were not, and he urged all present to see 
that as many proper people as possible 
applied for membership in the next few 
months. 

Mr. N. S. Farrow (London) said that the 
important matter of the training of general 
foremen was still not given enough support. 
In the present state of the industry, he con- 
tinued, two years—which was the time 
required td sit for the City and Guilds of 
London Certificate—was a long time for a 
young man to be in one place. Would it not 
be possible, he asked, to have some other 
more concentrated training for this qualifi- 
cation? 

Mr. K. J. Pearce, in a reference to the 
Carr Committee’s report, wanted to know 
what active steps were being taken by the 
National Joint Apprenticeship Committee to 
implement the report. Here was a chance 
for the Board to give a lead to both sides 
of the industry to draw attention to the 
problems facing them with the increase in 
the numbers of school leavers that was 
going to continue until 1962. 

ALD. MILLETT urged members to take an 
interest in Colleges of Further Education in 
their areas and when asked to sit on the 
college committees to do so. 

Mr. A. H. Pore (Swindon) appealed to 
all to have faith in the future of the industry 
when it came to the training of apprentices. 
If the industry did not train the men it 
needed they had only themselves to blame. 

After a number of members had com- 
plained of the difficulties of apprenticeship, 
particularly in regard to the alleged lack of 
interest in training and learning shown by 
the apprentices themselves, Mr. GERALD 
Hitt (London) said he felt that apprentice- 
ship was a real and live thing, and was 
something that they should all take a real 
interest in. ‘My experience,’ he declared, 
‘is completely the opposite to that of the 
previous speakers. I have found it possible 
to select boys in my own firm and to have 
a real family fellowship with them. My 
firm has had some wonderful results, and I 
can think of five foremen in charge of jobs 
who were apprentices not so long ago.’ 

Mr. Harvey G. Frost, OBE (Bury St. 
Edmunds), said that since the war the indus- 
try had faced a great deal of competition 
for the limited number of school leavers. 
Coupled with this there had been a. tre- 
mendous expansion of Further Education 


throughout the country, in which they had 
been handicapped by the lack of suitable 
teachers. Both these conditions were recti- 
fying themselves with time. 

In regard to the revised examinations of 
the City and Guilds of London Institute 
that were coming into force in the next 
session, Mr. Frost said that they would place 
rather more emphasis on practical matters 
than hitherto. Moreover, they would pro- 
vide a clear ladder for advancement to fore- 
manship. In addition, modifications were 
proposed in the apprenticeship scheme to 
encourage the brighter boys whose services 
were so much needed in an industry in 
which, it had been estimated, one in ten 
served in some supervisory capacity. They 
were not going to waste money in future 
on boys who were not interested in learn- 
ing through day release. 

Lastly, Mr. I. W. Owen (Stockport) drew 
attention to the serious menace to the future 
of the industry of direct labour, and sug- 
gested that a vigilance committee should be 
set up to watch the position. 

The report was adopted unanimously. 


Half-yearly Meeting

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ARCHITECTURAL STUDENT 
FINED 
Posed as Registered Architect 


ro= totalling £5 with £8 16s. costs were 

imposed by Kingston county magis- 
trates recently on William J. T. Penrose, The 
Cottage, Black Hills, Esher, for carrying on 
business under the title of architect when he 
had no right to do so. He pleaded guilty to 
two summonses brought by the Registrar of 
the Architects’ Registration Council of the 
United Kingdom. 

Appearing for the Registrar, Mr. W. E. 
PALMER said the Architects’ Registration 
Acts required that anyone doing business as 
an architect should be registered, otherwise 
he could not use the word * architect’ in his 
title. Penrose was introduced to Mr. D. C. 
Rustom in July, 1957, when that gentleman 
was negotiating for a plot of land at Esher 
where he wished to build a house. Penrose 
said he was a qualified architect and received 
instructions from Mr. Rustom to prepare 
plans for the house. 

From July, 1957, until July, 1958, they 
were in close touch over details of the house 
and after several delays plans were sub- 
mitted to Esher Council by Penrose on 
which he described himself as an architect, 
on one occasion putting the letters ARIBA 
after his name, which he was not entitled to 
do, although, Mr. Palmer added, it was not 
an offence to do this. Permission for the 
house was received, but Mr. Rustom became 
dissatisfied with the service Penrose was 
giving him and he contacted the Registra- 
tion Council and thus found that Penrose 
was not registered. 

Mr. J. G. Leacn, for Penrose, told the 
court that he was a student architect and 
there was no reason why student architects 
should not act as architects occasionally. 
Penrose had not tried to deceive Mr. Rustom 
and he was employed by a well-known local 
firm as senior architect. 

Penrose admitted a technical offence, 
although there was no question of his trying 
to deceive either his client or the council. 
It was well known that plans signed by an 
architect were likely to be much more easily 
passed by council committees than those 
signed by a student architect. 

He (Penrose) had not taken the final 
examination because he wished eventually 
to become a consultant architect, but he had 
taken the necessary courses to become a 
registered architect. A consultant did not 
need to be registered. 

Mr. A. C. F. Boyes, solicitor for Esher 
council, who happened to be in court, said, 
after the magistrates had announced their 
decision, that the council treated plans in 
the same way ‘whether they are submitted 
by the humblest builder or Sir Hugh 
Casson.’ 


Cement and Concrete Publication 


‘An Introduction to Concrete, Notes for 
Students’ is the title of a booklet recently 
published by the Cement and Concrete 
Association, 52 Grosvenor-gardens, SW1.

RIBA CONFERENCE AT MISSENDEN ABBEY 
Gost Control and Planning 
From Our Special Correspondent 


HE Cost Research Committee of the 
RIBA held at Missenden Abbey, 
Bucks, from January 15-18, the first of the 
residential conferences proposed in its 
report issued in #957. Arranged primarily 
for the interchange of views between 
architects on the problems of Cost Control 
and Planning, of necessity a number of 
quantity surveyors and builders were in- 
vited, together with a few representatives 
of that oft-forgotten fourth part of the 
building project, the client. 

For an architects’ conference, the venue 
could hardly have been improved—an 800- 
year-old building with associations with 
Augustinian canons, once a royal posses- 
sion, then successively a manor house, the 
home of an eighteenth century merchant, 
the vehicle for a Wyatt transformation, 
even reputed to possess a ghost. But not 
for those architects assembled together on 
this occasion; for 64 hours they listened 
and discussed, snatching now and then 
a few hours’ sleep, to finish mentally 
exhausted in all cases, exhilarated in a 
few and bewildered in many. 


Building and National Economy 


On the first evening, after being welcomed 
by Mr. G. Talbot Griffith, MA, Warden of 
the Abbey, Proressor J. V. CONNOLLY, the 
Director of Sundridge Park Management 
Centre, dealt with the building industry in 
relation to world conditions and to the 
national economy. He presented some rather 
depressing facts; we are not maintaining our 
percentage share of world markets, whilst 
other countries are increasing theirs; the 
drop in the purchasing power of the pound 
is continuing at the same steep rate after the 
war as during the war, whilst the purchasing 
values of other currencies is either being in- 
creased, maintained or reduced only slightly; 
over the last five years, there has been no 
appreciable increase in our total output, de- 
spite a large increase in the number of 
people employed; the increase of our output 
per man year is slight, particularly compared 
with the USA; and, except for mining and 
quarrying, the output in the building indus- 
try over recent years shows less increase than 
any other industry. 

Two interesting points emerged. For some 
years, the ratio of administrative workers to 
productives in the USA has been higher than 
in the UK, but in recent years we have been 
increasing the proportion of our administra- 
tive staff at more or less the same rate as the 
USA. But, whereas in the USA output per 
man hour increased. in the UK output de- 
creased. This raised the question as to 
whether our management was good enough 
and whether training in management needed 
overhaul. The second point was that, in 
Russia since 1945, there had been an amazing 
increase in the training both of technical 
graduates and technicians compared with the 
USA and particularly with the UK—the 
effects of which were bound to be felt in 
the world markets within the next few years. 

On Friday morning, Mr. S. A. W. JoHNSON- 
MARSHALL and Mr. J. NISBET gave papers on 
the Techniques and Methods of Cost Con- 
trol, the former dealing with the architect's 
role and the latter with the quantity sur- 
veyor’s part. Mr. Johnson-Marshall was of 
the opinion that, although architects were 
probably no worse than they used to be, 
the client was growing more exacting, and 
rightly so. He expected the architect to give 


him a reliable approximate estimate of a 
project at an early stage—sometimes before 
pencil was put to paper—and he expected 
that the tender figures received should have 
a reasonable relationship to that original 
estimate. Lack of good budgeting was one 
of the reasons for the growth of the all-in 
service. 

Buildings, he continued, had become 
larger and more complex and the variety of 
planning solutions and choice of components 
was so great that it was easy for the archi- 
tect to overspend or, possibly even worse, 
to produce buildings of uneven quality. The 
architect must contro] finance if he was to 
control design; unless he realised the cost 
implications of what he was drawing, he 
could not design with confidence. Cost must 
govern, not only the area in the early de- 
sign stage, but also the concept of structure 
and of components. This naturally led to 
the need for a systematic method of examin- 
ing and controlling cost during the design 
stage, a method which could be readily 
linked with the techniques of control in the 
subsequent stages of working drawings and 
construction. He referred to the early 
experiments in this field by the Hertfordshire 
CC from 1946 onwards, and the co-opera- 
tion given by Mr. J. Nisbet, one of the first 
quantity surveyors to investigate cost plan- 
ning. He agreed that there was a long way 
to go before Cost Planning and Control 
could become an exact science. Undoubtedly 
it would lead to a closer link between arch- 
tect and quantity surveyor and it might be 
come advisable for an architect to work 
always with the same quantity surveyor, 
though the reverse need not—and possibly 
should not—apply. 


The Role of the QS 


Mr. J. NisBet pointed out that, at present, 
the quantity surveyor’s role during the de 
sign stage was ill-defined. As Mr. Johnson- 
Marshall had stated, the architect was now 
forced to study the economy of his design 
with greater care and in greater detail, re- 
quiring him to turn his attention to cost 
control procedures and, to do so, had invited 
the assistance of the quantity surveyor. The 
implication of this was considerable; where- 
as, up to now, the quantity surveyor has been 
concerned mainly with the builder’s world, 
bills of quantities, valuations and accounts, 
he was now faced with the new prospect of 
entering a more creative and intellectually 
satisfying world integrating his skills with 
those of the architect—with the possibility 
of losing his independence. 

Mr. Nisbet. referring in detail to the 
MoE Building Bulletin No. 4, stressed that, 
in the first instance, cost influenced the size 
of a project and its general conception and 
later influenced the type of structure and the 
choice of services and finishes. The object 
of approximate estimating was to provide 
the client with a reliable assessment of the 
ultimate cost of his project so that he can 
decide whether or not to build. If he de- 
cided to build, he would expect both the 
tender and the final cost to compare closely 
with the assessment. The estimate was re- 
quired early, long before the preparation of 
drawings detailed enough to enable the 
quantity surveyor to take off approximate 
quantities or to cube. Another method must 
be used to assess the figure required, one 
capable of being extended into a scientific 
method of cost planning during the actual 
design stage and into the process of deciding 
how to spend the amount of the approximate 
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estimate, i.e. the budget or cost limit, to 
give best value for money. 

The cost plan must be prepared jointly 

by the architect and quantity surveyor; it 
allots a sum of money to each element of 
the building, the elements being related to 
the way in which the architect builds up his 
detailed design. Then, as each element is 
designed on draft drawings, it is passed to 
the quantity surveyor for cost checking, and 
if necessary adjusted; the working drawings 
can then be ager with reasonable confi- 
dence that the tender will not exceed the 
approximate estimate or cost limit, 
_ In the discussion following these papers, 
it was agreed that Cost Control affected 
quantity surveyors more than architects, to 
whom it was largely a change of emphasis, 
It was likely to involve both professions in 
more cost or work but it was felt that, what- 
ever the cost, the professions could not afford 
not to do it in face of competition from 
the ‘all-in’ service. It was fairly certain 
that bills of quantities would always be re- 
quired in one form or another, but it might 
be that cost planning would become the 
more important aspect of a quantity sur- 
veyor’s work, 


Cost Planning Techniques 


These generalised papers were followed in 
the afternoon by joint papers on the 
Detailed Approach and Alternative Working: 
out of Techniques of Cost Planning, the first 
by Mr. R. J. WuitLey and Mr. CLIFFORD 
Nott of the Hertfordshire County Council, 
and the second by Mr. H. A. J. DarLtow and 
Mr. P. W. GRAFTON. 

The first paper dealt in detail with the 
application and technique as used in a local 
authority organisation. The first example 
taken was a police station, to some extent 
a unique project from the cost planning 
angle. In this case, a guide figure in terms 
of price per foot super was arrived at 
between the architect and the quantity sur- 
veyor, using the barest outline plan to 
interpret the brief. The detailed sketch plan 
was then prepared based on the guide figure, 
from which the quantity surveyor prepared 
the cost plan. As this figure came out too 
high, the quantity surveyor prepared a 
second cost plan based on a more detailed 
specification. Owing to factors outside the 
control of the architect, two further cost 
plans were in fact prepared, but presumably 
these would not have been necessary under 
normal conditions. Working drawings were 
then put in hand and as each draft detail 
was prepared and estimates obtained for 
specialist items, each was checked and 
reconciled if necessary with the sum allowed 
for the appropriate element. Tenders have 
not yet been invited for this project but the 
Department feels confident about the result. 

The second example was a primary school, 
regarded as a development project to 
investigate forms of construction not in 
general use in the county. The ugual cost 
plan approach was applied, with the 
advantage over the police station of the 
wider experience in school building. The 
only special requirement was a 24 cent 
saving on the Ministry’s allowable cost. The 
Department set their own targets—to make 
a 24 per cent. increase in floor area and to 
have a minimum roof pitch of 5 deg. 
Sketch plans were prepared and a first cost 
plan worked out. The main structural 
element of the cost plan to be investigated 
was the roof structure, and prices were 
obtained for various alternatives before 
deciding on one which fitted the cost plan 
and planning requirements. The working up 
of the draft details and specification showed, 
in the light of previous experience, that there 
was a comfortable margin to play with, so 
the final cost plan was not prepared. Work-

ing drawings were then prepared. During 
these stages, it was decided to build a two- 
classroom instalment on the details prepared; 
tenders were received and analysed and it 
was found that the tender element sums were 
generally well under the sums allowed in 
the cost plan. 


Costing in a Private Office 


The second paper dealt in detail with the 
application and technique as used in a 
private office. The project was an office 
building in London and it was fortunate that 
it could be based on a similar building for 
the same clients being built in Yorkshire, 
with adjustment made for basic labour rates. 
This enabled the team to arrive at a target 
figure. 

The cost plan was then prepared, reflect- 
ing the functional elements of the building 
—structure, cladding, finishings, fittings, 
services—each section being sub-divided to 
allow of alternative construction techniques 
and finishings to be considered by the archi- 
tect. The quantity surveyor completed this 
first cost plan, noting on the plan the cost 
effect on other elements of the building of 
the adoption of the alternatives; e.g. one 
form of walling might be classified under 
* structure,’ another under *‘ cladding.’ 

When the items in the cost plan had been 
valued, the architect made his choice and 
the final cost plan was prepared in parallel 
with the architect’s development of his draw- 
ings and the obtaining of details and quota- 
tions from specialists. The cost plan 
adopted differed from that of Hertfordshire 
CC in that the cost elements were a percent- 
age of the total cost or budget. 

In the discussion that followed these 
papers, it was generally felt that, although 
the annotated approximate estimate or cost 
plan of the Darlow/Grafton team with its 
alternative estimates for particular elements 
was extremely useful, the percentage basis 
was not so useful or straightforward as the 
foot super basis. Fears were expressed that 
the elemental approach necessary might 
*strait-jacket’ the architect, that quantity 
surveyors might obtain less in fees because 
of a much smaller variation account. It was 
felt that, whereas in public offices, the team 
had the advantage of analysis from many 
previous jobs of the same type, private 
offices had no access to similar information; 
it was felt that some method of central or 
regional collection and dissemination of cost 
control information was needed. One 
obvious advantage found by all who were 
practising Cost Control was that working 
drawings were completed before the bills 
were prepared, thus causing far fewer varia- 
tions during the works. 


A Parochial Bombshell ! 


Then came the bombshell. Mr. Woop- 
BINE PaRisH, supported by Mr. Fuller, 
objected to the title of the Conference and 
to the terminology used by the speakers. 
Cost to him meant the price paid for a com- 
modity, a recording of something that had 
happened or had been incurred. The 
approximate estimate was of ‘ expenditure’ 
not of ‘cost.’ The next stage was ‘ expendi- 
ture’ planning and ‘expenditure’ control. 
Only a group of architects, egged on by a 
few quantity surveyors and self-confident 
builders could have wasted a valuable forty 
minutes on terminological arguments, with- 
out reaching finality, but we must obviously 
be prepared in due course to revise our 
thoughts on the terms used. 

On Saturday, Mr. Cyrit SWEETT, com- 
pletely oblivious to the spirited termino- 
logical argument of the previous evening, 
talked of Cost Analysis and its Application 
to Cost Planning and Cost Control] Tech- 
niques. He pointed out that, as early as 


1923, Mr. Alan Davson described a system 
of analysis of the priced Bill in a form pro- 
viding more accurate information for the 
purpose of approximate estimating, and also 
referred to the ‘Storey Enclosure,’ a system 
of approximate estimating developed by the 
Wilderness Study Group. 

Cost analysis could be defined as the 
systematic breakdown of cost data, to pro- 
vide basic information for use in approxi- 
mate estimating before tenders are received. 
Whatever method was to be used it had to 
be flexible, as all problems cannot be solved 
by one single method; in cost analysis the 
means is governed by the end. At the same 
time, there was obviously a strong case for 
some standardisation in the methods of 
analysis at present in use. 

He queried the use of the priced bill for 
cost information; the pricing of it was a 
personal thing, reflecting differences in 
organisations and operations of contractors. 
Some estimators price the preliminaries, 
others do not; some price each item in great 
detail, and then knock off 74 per cent at the 
end. It was obvious that information derived 
from the priced bill must be supplemented 
by a sound background knowledge. He 
referred to the suggestion that a central 
library of cost data should be set up but 
pointed out the practical difficulties that 
might arise and to the possibility of the mis- 
use of the information supplied. 


Distinctions with Differences 


He then defined the distinction between 
Cost Planning and Cost Control. The aim 
of cost planning was the creation of a mar- 
ket wherein the architect could select any 
of a range of alternatives with a knowledge 
of the relative costs involved. The data 
required are first, relative costs, and second, 
absolute costs, so as to provide overall an 
indication of the probable total cost. Cost 
control seeks to regulate or restrict the cost 
of each element or architectural function in 
the cost plan. By proper cost planning, the 
architect could design with a proper regard 
to appearance, function and cost, and be 
enabled to spread the amount he has to 
spend in a balanced way. 

Mr. W. J. Reiners, of the Building 
Research Station, gave « paper on Research 
and Cost Control. In an analysis of a build- 
ing operation, he referred to the connection 
between cost control and communications. 
Basing his analysis on the recent RIBA sur- 
vey of a building project, he pointed out that 
this showed common weaknesses in the 
organisation — lack of communication 
between client and architect at the outset, 
between architect and quantity surveyor and 
architect and builder during the design stage, 
between site and estimator during building 
operations, between client and architect after 
completion in respect of the running costs of 
the completed building. 

The architect’s first duty was to formulate 
the brief with the client to establish the 
general form that the building could take 
within the prescribed cost limit. The cost 
limit must be based on available historical 
cost data for similar building types. One 
form was that adopted by The Architects’ 
Journal, another form was that adopted by 
the BRS in its study of the tender prices of 
local authority flats. He then gave some of 
the results of this study. An analysis of 
tender prices for a variety of schemes 
showed a surprising variation, as much as 
5s. 6d. per square foot above or below a 
mean, Another analysis showed that eco- 
nomies in design were not entirely passed on 
to the client, whilst it appeared that estima- 
tors were not able to predict labour costs as 
accurately as materia] costs. 

Building processes were inherently vari- 
able and some residual variation in price 
must always remain, especially with a com- 
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petitive tender system. Any variation in 
price, however, tends to diminish the effec- 
tiveness of cost control and it appeared 
mecessary to improve the channels of com- 
munication between the builder’s estimator 
and the architect and quantity surveyor, to 
define more clearly the work content of the 
building and to provide the builder himself 
with accurate data on site costs. He advo- 
cated the need for some focal point which 
might assemble and collate data on building 
costs in a systematic manner. 


Programming and Contract 


Planning 


Mr. CLEEVE Barr then spoke on ‘The 
Architect’s Responsibility for Programming 
and Contract Planning.’ He referred to the 
RIBA Council's statement that ‘it will not 
only be meeting the contractor's challenge, 
but also a forward-looking development if 
certain architects themselves arrange to pro- 
vide all-in services no less efficient, quick and 
economical, but to which will be added. 
other advantages,” and pointed out that such 
a development could not occur unless the 
architect considerably stepped up his respon- 
sibility for programming and cost. 

The architect should be able, in most 
cases, to estimate the economic time neces- 
sary for the erection of a building, In the 
running of a contract, although it is the con- 
tractor’s responsibility to prepare the pro- 
gramme chart for the works, it was the archi- 
tect’s responsibility to ensure that it was a 
realistic programme and to take action if 
work falls behind and the programme 
becomes out-of-date. He advocated the use 
of a diagram showing the build up of the 
intended labour force and a graph of the 
likely build up of the value of the work 
done. These provide a useful check to the 
architect on the programme chart and 
should be of great help to the contractor. 

Mr. Barr stressed the need for the archi- 
tect to extract very full particulars of the 
client's real needs and, in a large complex 
job, to persuade the client to appoint a full- 
time liaison officer from the start. It was 
also important to programme the work with- 
in the architect’s office, particularly impor- 
tant in large offices, whether private or 
official. It should be possible to calculate 
on any one project the permissible expendi- 
ture on staff (after deducting pth ve 
etc.), to calculate the average cost of one 
architect per working day, and thus arrive 
at the permissible maximum total of man 
days for the job. Such programming would 
—and did—lead to a tremendous improve- 
ment in the time taken on the design and 
working drawing stages. In this connection, 
he stated that the MoE had found that 
two-thirds of office time was needed for 
‘design’ (in development of plans, eleva- 
tions, interiors, perspective, study of con- 
structional elements, service layouts, draft 
schedules, etc.), and only one-third for the 
actual contract drawings, 

Finally, he outlined the need to co-ordinate 
cost planning within the architect’s pro- 
gramme, to ensure that cost checks did not 
conflict with, or hold up, the natural 
sequence of design operations. He was of 
the opinion that cost planning and checking 
added materially to the time taken in the 
design programme but that there was a sav- 
ing of time in the latter stages—and better 
value for money. 


Communications 


Mr. A. C. Leyton spoke of ‘The Impor- 
tance of Communications in Cost Control.’ 
There was a tremendous need to improve 
communications between all parties of a 
building project and he gave amusin 
examples of the difficulties ond problems o 
verbal language. There was a need for the 
use of operational definition, and he spoke 





of the dangers, misconceptions and ambigui- 
ties resulting from its neglect. Writing and 
speaking should be concise and thorough in 
relation to the reader or listener, and this 
was most important in the relationship 
between the professions and the industry— 
and the operative. It was mecessary to 
create or modify mutual relations, to achieve 
a sympathetic atmosphere to promote recep- 
tivity, and to mollify hostility and allay sus- 
picion. It was essential that all members 
of the building team should have conjoint 
experience and avoid keeping in separate 


camps, 

In the discussion that followed Saturday's 
papers, there was a strong feeling that the 
Joint Liaison Committee should state the 
form that definitions ef elements should 
take, and as that was primarily the architect’s 
field, there should be strong architect repre- 
sentation; emphasis was put on the need for 
a central source of information; it was sug- 
gested that there was insufficient awareness 
of the importance of cost control amongst 
both professions in the provinces and that 
the regional Joint Consultative Committees 
might be able to do something about this; 
that precise definitions of the terms used in 
the subject must be produced and that there 
should be an encouragement of post-war cost 
analysis, particularly whilst the techniques 
were getting a hold in some offices; that the 
RIBA should turn their attention to office 
costing and to make some attempt to stand- 
ardise practice in schedules and documenta- 
tions generally both from architects and 
quantity surveyors, 


The Design Process 


Mr. E. J. Cook, in the last paper, took 
as his subject, ‘The effect of the Design 
Process on the Builder at the Tender Stage 
and Before Operations commence.’ After 
first stating that the term cost control was 
a misnomer and that both the professional 
bodies should make a major change in their 
approach to the subject in order to enable 
them to enter into the practical work of 
builders’ organisations, he took as examples 
certain large projects for which his firm is 
responsible, It appeared that the emphasis 
in these projects was basically on time and 
the, keeping within a target figure. It was 
apparent, whilst listening to his detailed 
description of these projects from receipt 
of the brief to final completion, that there 
was a tremendous value in the large organi- 
sation, with its experts in all fields, although 
at the same time one had the feeling that 
there was not enough emphasis being placed 
on the purely design side. 

After detailing what the builder required 
at tender stage, at the stage of acceptance 
and during the execution of the contract, he 

inted out that the aim of the architect and 

is team was to satisfy the client by pro- 
viding economically in the shortest time a 
building of good quality, material and work- 
manship suitable to his needs and to pro- 
vide the builder with all the necessary 
information and so help that the work of 
construction be carried out efficiently, and 
enable the builder to earn the profit to which 
his labours should entitle him. There was 
an underlying criticism that architects to a 
great extent failed in both aims, Too many 
er agpes started without the design being 
ally resolved, and details, including work- 
ing drawings and specialist works, incom- 
plete, and once the construction had 
started, it was impossible for the short- 
comings to be made good in this respect. 
He stressed that, throughout the design pro- 
cess, the architect was the leader and fully 
responsible, but once the site work had 
begun the project became an active campaign 
instead of paper preparation. At this stage 
leadership should pass to the builder. 

In the discussion that followed, Mr. 


G. J. J. Hunt, of the Building Advisory Ser- 
vice, agreed that the architect should be the 
co-ordinator in the design stage whilst the 
builder should have this position in the 
construction stage. He felt that there was 
need for development of a new type of work- 
ing or production drawing, which related the 
architect’s work more closely to the con- 
structional procedure on the site. He also 
felt that there was an urgent need for col- 
lecting the results of experience in all forms 
of cost technique. 

Other speakers pointed out that, although 
there was now a large number of large build- 
ing concerns with most efficient organisa- 
tions, the percentage of work carried out by 
them was smaller in comparison with the 
total amount of building work, and that there 
was an urgent need for increased efficiency 
in the medium and smaller building firms. 

The Chairman of the Conference, Mr. R. 
BaDEN HELLARD, summed up the Confer- 
ence as best he could. He reiterated the 
Cost Research Committee’s reasons for 
holding the Conference; first to convince the 
curious and querulous; second, to expand 
the problem and to develop the solution a 
little further; and thus to improve the man- 
agement and efficiency throughout the whole 
of the building operation from design to 
completion. Many people were relieved to 
hear him suggest that the Institute might 
become a figure of ridicule like Humpty 
Dumpty, if it says that words mean what 
we want them to mean. We must have as 
our main task the making of our whole job 
less wasteful, bearing in mind that every 
time we transform our ideas the process adds 
to the cost but is no value to the product. 


Conclusion 


There is no doubt whatsoever as to the 
value of this Conference. Obviously a large 
amount of additional research must be 
made into the whole problem and it is cer- 
tain that many of the technique methods 
at present being employed will, in due 
course, be thrown overboard. The work 
at present being undertaken by certain 
official departments and by a number of 
larger professional firms in the field of cost 
planning and control is of the utmost import- 
ance to the professions and to the industry, 
and it was not only interesting and stimu- 
lating for details of various methods to be 
given and investigated but also of tremendous 
value. It is to be hoped that many more 
of these Conferences will be held in other 
parts of the country, so that as many num- 
bers as possible of both professions can be 
made to realise the importance of this sub- 
ject and also that the Cost Research Com- 
mittee will take early steps to find ways and 
means of bringing the whole subject more 
forcibly to the attention of the individual 
members of the professions.

Restrictive Practices Statement 


5 iy following statement by the Board of 
Trade has been laid before Parliament 
in pursuance of section 12(3) of the Restric- 
tive Trade Practices Act, 1956: 

* Upon receiving a representation from the 
Registrar of Restrictive Trading Agreements, 
the Board of Trade, under section 12 of the 
Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1956, gave 
him on January 29, 1959, a direction author- 
ising him to remove from the register of 
restrictive trading agreements seven recom- 
mendations made to their members by the 
British Constructional Steelwork Associa- 
tion, and of which particulars were entered 
in the register under the number 210. These 
recommendations are concerned with the 
conditions upon which members should 
enter into contracts in certain circumstances. 
The direction does not authorise the removal 
of the particulars of the pricing scheme ter- 
minated by the Association on Sept. 18, 1958.” 


Consideration in Chambers 


AN UNDERTAKING by the British Construc- 
tiona] Steelwork Association not to pursue 
certain sections of their trading, agreement 
was discussed by the Restrictive Practices 
Court in London on February 2. 

The draft Order is to be submitted by 
counsel to the court, who will consider it in 
Chambers. 

Mr. J. R. CUMMING-Bruce (for the Regis- 
trar of Restrictive Practices) said that the 
proceedings had been adjourned so that 
recommendations which survived after the 
termination of the price-fixing scheme could 
be further considered. 

The Registrar had made representation to 
the Board of Trade to the effect that the 
remaining recommendations were of no sub- 
stantial economic significance. The Registrar 
had invited directions from the Board of 
Trade which might authorise him to remove 
those particulars at present on the register. 

The Board of Trade had given such a 
direction concerning particulars of returns 
relating solely to the recommendations as 
to the action to be taken by members of the 
association with respect to conditions upon 
which they should contract in certain circum- 
stances. 

When the agreement was before the Court, 
the only portions which remained for con- 
sideration fell into two categories; conditions 
of tenders and sub-contracts and certain 
standard forms of agreement. 

The direction given by the Board of Trade 
related only to those matters. On receipt of 
the authority, the Registrar had removed 
those particulars from the register and the 
Court would not be detained on them. 

‘In those circumstances I invite the Court 
to make no order to terminate these proceed- 
ings on these recommendations.’ 

The Order Which was now sought, on 
which the parties were in agreement, was 
in respect of the price-fixing scheme, and he 
asked for a declaration accordingly. 

Mr. Cumming-Bruce said that the proposed 
Order was that the Court declared that the 
restrictions were contrary to the public 
interest and that the agreement should be 
void in respect of those restrictions. It was 
in a form agreed between the parties. 

The President, Mr. Justice DEvLIn, said 
that it should include a reference to the fact 
that the agreement had been terminated,

IN PARLIAMENT

MENTAL HOSPITAL BUILDINGS 


HE success of the Mental Health Bill 

would be assured if there was a revolu- 
tion in mental hospital building, stated a 
former Minister of Health, Mr. R. H. 
‘Turton, during the second reading of the 
Bill in the House of Commons on January 
26. 

He said that more than half our mental 
hospitals and mental deficiency institutions 
were built before or in the reign of Queen 
Victoria. In his view, the majority of that 
half required to be demolished or, if uot 
demolished, transferred to the Home Secre- 
tary for use as prison buildings if he required 
them. He believed that was vital because it 
was not helpful to mental patients to treat 
them in large wards or in barrack buildings 
or in buildings secluded from the rest of 
the community. 

“I ask the Minister of Health and Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer to pay attention to 
that aspect of the problem. The Bill will 
have great success if the right buildings are 
afforded to those who are being treated for 
mental disorder and also for those who have 
recovered.” 

These anxieties were shared by MR 
BLENKINSOP, who wound up the debate for 
the Opposition. He hoped it would be 
agreed generally that hospital treatment in 
the future should encompass the idea of 
new units which would be flexible and 
which, above all, would have their clear 
links with community services outside. This 
might be one way of helping to break down 
the isolation both of mental hospitals and 
other sections of the hospital service. There 
were some very interesting new ideas archi- 
tecturally, as the Minister knew, and he 
hoped the Minister would take full advan- 
tage of them. 


Provision of Clinics 


The Minister, Mr. WALKER-SMITH, said 
that on the hospital side they were making 
progress in providing out-patient clinics and 
they expected to make more. In recent 
years the mental health services of local 
authorities had been expanding steadily and 
in this process local authorities had concen- 
trated mainly on occupation and training 
centres for children not suitable for educa- 
tion at school. 

The number of these centres had risen to 
264 at the end of last year. In addition there 
were 43 full-time and seven part-time centres 
for mentally subnormal adults. He looked 
forward to a substantial increase in this type 
of centre now that the provision for chil- 
dren was becoming more adequate. During 
the last 10 years, local authorities had pro- 
vided more than 30,000 new places of resi- 
dential accommodation, mainly for the 
elderly. It was hoped that in future those 
whose mental faculties declined in old age 
and who could not be cared for at home, 
would be increasingly accommodated in resi- 
dential homes. 

Some patients were at present discharged 
from mental hospitals to local authority 
homes, but there was need for more places 
for this purpose. Further experience was 
needed to show the extent to which special 
homes were needed. Those whose recovery 














was not complete and who could not go to 
their own homes might need hostels pro- 
viding a _ semi-sheltered environment to 
which they could move when they had gained 
all the benefit they could from specialist 
hospital treatment. 

There would be need, too, to cater for 
other age groups; for example, some resi- 
dential training centres for children, some 
hostels for people of working age who, given 
a suitable home environment, could earn 
their own living. He was proposing, with 
the agreement of local authority associa- 
tions, to issue a circular shortly indicating 
the ways in which their mental health ser- 
vices could be developed further. 


DAMAGE TO PRESTON MOTORWAY 


EJECTING an Opposition call for an 

independent inquiry into the causes of 
the damage which led to the closure of the 
Preston motorway, Mr. HAROLD WATKINSON, 
Minister of Transport, stated in reply to 
questions in the House of Commons on 
January 28 that, as far as his researches 
had gone, and they had been extensive, he 
saw no reason to impute any blame to any- 
one. 
‘I think the County Council and the con- 
tractors did their best in very difficult 
weather conditions, he added, amid 
murmurs of disagreement from Labour 
members. Later he said that if MPs judged 
the report he was issuing impartially they 
would see that no blame was imputed to 
anyone except perhaps the weather. 

In his statement, Mr. Watkinson said: 
* The construction of the Preston by-pass was 
carried out by Lancashire County Council 
acting as my Ministry’s agent to a design 
approved by my engineers. On January 20 
frost damage was found to have affected 
about 1 per cent of the carriageway surface. 
Closure would not normally have taken 
place, but taking account of the height of 
the embankments and the high speeds per- 
missible on this motorway the road was tem- 
porarily closed on the advice of the Lanca- 
shire County Police. 

‘I immediately instructed the technical and 
administrative officers concerned in my 
department to review the position and I have 
also seen the agent authority. The imme- 
diate cause of the trouble is an excess mois- 
ture content under portions of the road's 
surface. The type of construction employed 
has been used with complete success on 
many occasions elsewhere. The rate of con- 
struction and completion dates for the road 
were a matter for the agent authority, but I 
want to make it quite plain that I fully sup- 
port them in the course which they pursued. 
Any lessons to be learnt from this experience 
are being studied urgently. 

‘Repairs are being carried out as quickly 
as possible but the date when the road can 
be reopened to traffic depends on weather 
conditions from now on.’ 


Design Approved by Ministry 

A note which Mr. Watkinson issued later, 
stated that the Lancashire County Council, 
as the Minister’s agent authority, were asked 
to be responsible for the construction of the 
by-pass and as such were responsible for the 
design of the road and letting the contract. 
The Lancashire County Surveyor was the 
engineer under the contract and through his 
representatives on the site he had the duty 
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of watching and supervising the construction 
of the works on behalf of the Lancashire 
County Council, the principals in the con- 
tract. The design and specification of the 
scheme were approved by the Minister's 
engineers. 

The carriageway design was in accordance 
with the Department's general standard 
specification which included clauses for 
flexible types of construction as well as for 
rigid, i.e. concrete construction. It was clear, 
says the note, from preliminary site investi- 
gation that soil conditions would be poor 
and care would be needed in preparing foun- 
dations, Bearing this in mind and with the 
high embankments required in places the 
County Surveyor’s proposal for flexible con- 
struction was agreed. This particular form 
of flexible construction had been used in 
Lancashire since 1952 without reports of 
failure. 

The design adopted comprised a thin layer 
of ashes on the formation and on this a 
sub-base of compacted colliery shale of vary- 
ing thickness dependent on the quality of the 
ground. The base consisted of pre-mixed 
water-bound macadam 9 in. thick and the 
surface construction was 24 ins. of tarma- 
cadam with a temporary running surface of 
cold asphalt } in. thick. The laying of this- 
temporary surface was in accordance with 
past practice in view of the usual risk of 
settlement of embankment work, Flush 
marginal strips in concrete 12 ins. wide by 
12 ins. deep were laid along each edge of 
carriageway to give support to the layers of 
the carriageway construction and to define 
the sides of the road. 


Subsequent Developments 


The road was completed and opened on 
December 5, 1958. Severe frosts occurred 
early in January when temperatures as low 
as 27 degrees of frost were recorded. The 
average temperature for the first three weeks 
of the month was, in fact, the lowest for 47 
years. Following an exceptionally rapid 
thaw on the night of January 17/18 defects 
were observed on January 20 on some areas 
of carriageway. The County Police con- 
sidered conditions were dangerous for high 
speed traffic and it was decided, on their 
advice, to close the motorway on the morn- 
ing of January 21. Investigations showed 
that there were about 15 areas of varying 
size where some deformation and crazing of 
the surface had occurred. In a few other 
places there had been local disintegration in 
small patches. The total area affected at 
present is about 3,000 sq. yds., in a total 
area of motorway carriageway of about 
280,000 sq. yds. 

Several trial] holes had been opened up in 
the damaged portions and excess moisture 
found lying in the tarmacadam base course, 
in the waterbound macadam and in the top 
of the shale from which it was seeping 
slowly at the edges of the carriageway. There 
had also been seepage from the ash layer 
overlaying the clay formation but it was not 
clear whether this was associated with the 
condition of the upper layers. 

From the preliminary investigation it 
appeared that most of the excess moisture 
in the ash layer had been held in from the 
construction period and that the excess 
moisture in the upper layers was probably 
partly trapped during construction though

some might have entered through the sur- 
face. 

It seemed likely from a first examination, 
which had been hampered by further condi- 
tions of frost, that the surface defects which 
had occurred were due to the presence of 
this excess moisture in the base courses which 
also showed at the top of the shale. Final 
conclusions could not be drawn until there 
had been a period of continuous thaw. 

The first and most u.gent task was to 
drain the places where there was excess 
moisture and this would be done by a sys- 
tem of longitudinal rubble drains along 
most of the length of each edge of each car- 
riageway, connected to the existing drainage 
system. Provision would be made for drain- 
ing the upper courses in places by cutting 
slots in the concrete marginal strips. This 
would be followed by the reinstatement of 
the base and surfacing where it has failed. 


The Construction Programme 


In a written ceply on January 27, the 
Minister of Transport gave a picture of the 
extent of the motorway programme when he 
was asked to list, with mileages, the motor- 
ways under construction and proposed, with 
threelane carriageways, two-lane carriage- 
ways with provision for a third lane later, 
and two-lane carriageways without such pro- 
vision, 

Mr. WATKINSON said it would be prema- 
ture to anticipate the design details of pro- 
posed motorways, but the details of all 
special roads for which the Minister would 
be highway authority and which were at pre- 
sent under construction or were being 
planned, were: 

Three-lane dual carriageways: London-Birm- 
ingham Motorway, Beechtree junction (St. 
Albans) to Crick, Northamptonshire, 58 miles; 
Birmingham - Preston - Lancaster Motorway, 
Dunston to south of Preston bypass, 78 miles; 
London-South Wales Motorway, New Brent- 
ford to London Airport spur, 6 miles; total 
142 miles. 

Two-lane dual carriageways with provision for 
third lane: Birmingham - Preston - Lancaster 
Motorway, Preston bypass, 8} miles and Lan- 
caster bypass, 114 miles; total 20 miles. 


The cost is £150,000 


Two-lane dual carriageways without provision 
for third lane: London-Birmingham Motorway, 
Aldenham (Watford) and Park Street (St. 
Albans), spurs to main motorway at Beechtree 
Junction, 8 miles and Watford Gap to Dun- 
church (Dunchurch spur), 8 miles; London- 
South Wales Motorway, Chiswick flyover to 
New Brentford elevated road, 14 miles; London 
Airport to west of Maidenhead (including Air- 
port spur), 16} miles, and Severn Bridge and 
approaches from Almondsbury, to Crick (Mon- 
mouthshire), 94 miles ; Birmingham-South Wales 
Motorway, Lydiate Ash to Twyning, 274 miles 
and Twyning to Ross (Ross spur), 20 miles; 
Medway motor road, 25 miles; Doncaster 
bypass, 15 miles; Darlington bypass, 84 miles; 
Stevenage bypass, 8 miles; Maidstone bypass, 
7 miles; Port Talbot bypass, 44 miles; total 
159 miles. 

The Newport bypass, for which an alter- 
native line is under consideration has been 
excluded from this list. 

Mr. Wilkinson was also asked, on January 
28, for a statement on the progress and 
future of the road programme, to which he 
replied: I do not intend to depart from my 
general policy of not announcing lists of 
schemes far in advance, but measured in 
terms of expenditure I can say that, as com- 
pared with an average expenditure on major 
improvements and new construction over the 
past four years of £12.3m., our expenditure 
this year is likely to be well over £40m. 
The approved capital investment programme 
for next year includes expenditure of over 
£50m., and for the year thereafter of over 
£60m. It is the intention that thereafter the 
programme should be planned on a basis of 
not less than £60m. per annum. 


THE RIGHTS OF LIGHT BILL 


WHEN the Rights of Light Bill was given 
a second reading in the House of 
Lords on January 29, the Lord Chancellor, 
Viscount KILMurR, said that, although its 
terms were not as clear as daylight, the Bill 
dealt with a real and pressing need arising 
out of the devastation caused in some big 
cities by bomb damage during the war. They 
had also taken the opportunity of making 
some permanent improvements in the law. 
The owner of an empty site would norm- 
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ally have 19 years in which he could obstruct 
the flow of light by building or otherwise. 
If he failed to do so, his ability to build on 
his site might be impaired seriously. 
Normally 19 years was long enough to 
enable owners to protect their own rights, 
but an exceptional situation would arise 
shortly. The first heavy bombing took place 
in the late summer of 1940; therefore it 
would not be long before 19 years would 
have elapsed and rights of light would begin 
to be acquired over bomb sites which were 
still empty. 

To-day there was a considerable number 
of sites still awaiting reconstruction and now 
in danger of being seriously impeded in 
their redevelopment by adverse rights of 
light. The Harman Committee report, pub- 
lished last July, made certain recommenda- 
tions for the temporary extension of the 20- 
year period, implemented in the Bill, so that 
the result would be that anyone wishing to 
claim a right of light before the end of 1962 
would have to rely on uninterrupted enjoy- 
ment of the access of light for 27 years 
instead of 20. 


Wide Application 

‘The time between now and 1963,’ he 
said, ‘should be sufficient to enable the 
owners of bombed sites either to develop 
them or take the necessary steps to preserve 
their rights for the future. The proposed 
extension is not confined to bomb sites. It 
would not be reasonable to distinguish 
between bombed and other sites which were 
ripe for development or reconstruction at 
the outbreak of war and which have also 
remained undeveloped through circum- 
stances outside the owners’ control.’ 

The Bill set up a system of registration 
of notices which would prevent the acquisi- 
tion of rights of light. The Bill would pro- 
vide a simple alternative to the crude 
remedy of the screen by setting up a system 
for the registration, in the register of local 
land charges, of notices which would have 
the same effect in law as the erection of such 
a structure. The Bill also provided that those 
likely to be affected should be given adequate 
notice of the registration that they might, if 
they wished, challenge it in time by action 
in the courts. A notice would in the same 
way as a screen had at present, have to ve 
in existence for a year to be effective. 

Another clause in the Bill provided for 
the registration of agreements permitting the 
obstruction of access of light. This was 
intended simply to prevent the system of 
registration being by-passed. The object was 
to enable purchasers to discover, by search- 
ing the register, whether the flow of light 
was enjoyed under a written agreement 
because if it was, an easement of light did 
not accrue. But purchasers ought to be able 
to find out the true position and the clause 
accordingly made unregistered agreements 
of no effect against them. 

Lorp SILKIN said the substitution of a 
registered charge for a screen was a great 
improvement as regards both amenities and 
clarity of purpose.

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tion Bill, 1957, and also study the ‘ admirabie 
American precedents’ in this matter. 

Said Mr. Nasarro: ‘They are not 
Socialistic in character or in their approach 
to these problems, but they are very insis- 
tent in this matter of combating pcllution 
of the atmosphere and preventing—as being 
better than cure—the spread of fire and the 
risk of fire, on prior examination of plans 
for boiler installations in factories as in other 
buildings.’ 

Mr. Nabarro said he was not sure that the 
Minister had seized as well as he would have 
liked him to, this opportunity of a factories 
Bill, to deal with boilers in relation to fire 
hazards. The provision in the City of Man- 
chester Bill was directed towards the preven- 
tion of fires in buildings, notably in fac- 
tories and commercial premises. 

It was, he said, curious that this most pro- 
gressive authority in fire prevention matters 
in Britain, the city of Manchester, should 
make a proposal of this kind in exactly 
analogous fashion to principal cities in the 
United States. In New York State not only 
had every prospective installation of a boiler 
plant to be made the subject of approval 
by the city authority but the applicant paid 
the fee for having it approved. He would 
do the same in Britain. 

He commended this to the Minister on the 
grounds first that we had embraced on a 
national scale a clean air policy requiring 
smokelessness, and prior installation of a 
boiler plant was very important in that con- 
text, but second, from the point of view ot 
safety under three heads. Those three heads 
were: first in the prevention of explosion, 
second in the prevention of fire breaking out 
as a direct result of the boiler installation 
which might be correctly installed or might 
be the wrong type of boiler, and third, in 
preventing the rapid spread of fire. 

Mr. Nabarro felt that many fires were 
caused by faulty boiler installation and 
surely the time to prevent them was before 
the boilers were installed. The committee 
should say that they would like the Minister 
to consider before the report stage of the 
Bill, a body of provisions which would 
require the prior approval and sanction by 
appropriate competent authorities of plans 
for installation of boiler plants in the inte- 
rests of safety and fire prevention. 

In reply, Mr. MACLEOD said that, although 
he did not dissent from almost everything 
Mr. Nabarro said, and certainly not from his 
emphasis on the great importance of this in 
relation to fire and clean air, the sugges- 
tions which Mr. Nabarro made were essen- 
tially those for a clean air Bill arid not for 
a factories Bill because the points raised 
related to all buildings, not only factories. 
In any event he would look at the clause in 
the light of what Mr. Nabarro had said. 

Mr. NABARRO commented that when they 
discussed the Clean Air Bill in committee 
they could not deal comprehensively with 
boiler installations without impinging on the 
Factories Act and now they might be in a 
similar position that they could not deal 
comprehensively with it without impinging 
on the clean air legislation. 

THE MINISTER said he would consider 
whether the Honeyman committee could 
look at this. 

The clause on steam boilers was agreed 
to and the committee adjourned until Feb- 
ruary 3, when they began to discuss the fire 
risk clauses. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


Fire Regulations in Tall Buildings 


Sir ALFRED Bossom asked the Minister of 
Housing and Loca] Government on January 
27, to what extent, in view of the fact that 
so many tall buildings were now being pro 
jected in Great Britain, his department had 
drawn up appropriate regulations covering 
protection from fire, such as fire escapes, 
lifts, etc., which would apply in Varying 
degrees to buildings over six storeys, 12 
storeys, and 20 storeys high, respectively, as 
was the case in the United States. 

Mr. Brooke, in a written reply, stated: 
Section 60 of the Public Health Act, 1936, 
is the principal statutory provision govern- 
ing means of escape from fire in high build- 
ings, which I think is the point Sir A. 
Bossom has mainly in mind. This section 
puts responsibility on local authorities; it

dren at heart and quite ready to read 
‘Eat more bread, * Milk is good for you,’ 
‘Take your fish home tonight,’ *‘ Always 
employ an architect '—no, the last one 
wouldn't do. 

Everyone working on a building gets 
his name on the board somewhere—even 
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does not give me power to make regulations. 
As far as flats are concerned, however, 
Appendix C of my Department's recent pub- 
licauon Flats and Houses, 1958 gives guid- 
ance about means of escape in case of fire.

Sir ARTHUR Harvey asked the Minister of 
Works what progress had been made with 
the plans for a memorial to the late Marshal 
of the Royal Air Force, the Viscount 
Trenchard. 

Mr. HuGH MOLson, replying on January 
27, said: After consulting the Secretary of 
State for Air, I have appointed a committee 
to advise me on the erection of a statue to 
the late Lord Trenchard. Lord Templewood 
has agreed to act as chairman. Lord de 
L'Isle, Sir Albert Richardson and Marshal 
of the Royal Air Force Sir Dermot Boyle, 
have agreed to serve as members of the Com- 
mittee. 


the architect. I sometimes wonder if any- 
body else but me looks at these boards. 
They are certainly getting more orderly 
in their arrangements, with all the names 
collected together on one board instead 
of being scattered about the site, mixed 
up with the scaffolding, but they do not 
make very exciting reading. They are 
not even well displayed and the lettering 
as a rule is pretty poor. 

The builders are now raising their 
names to the sky (perhaps with a lively 
sense of favours to come!) as they display 
them on their highest cranes and 
windows. Instead of the dabs of white 
which once adorned the newly fixed 
windows of buildings, they are now 
decorated with neatly stencilled initials. 
Couldn't the builders take all this a bit 
further and display more interesting in- 
formation? They are now providing 
‘viewing platforms’ for the public, who 
no longer have to peer through a crack 
in the hoarding if they want to see what 
is going on. so why not give the publio 
some of the more interesting bits of 
information, instead of a dull list of 
names? 

I have never stopped to think about 
the advertising rights on a building and 
whether anybody pays anybody else for 
these announcements. I suppose some- 
body knows all about it. Has planning 
approval to be obtained? Are there any 
by-laws governing it? At what stage do 
the Council of Industrial Design and the 
Royal Fine Art Commission come into 
it all? There surely must be some 
interference from someone. 

Are builders’ names becoming house- 
hold words amongst the public because 
of these displays? In the past, builders 
were known to architects for their par- 
ticular types of skill, but this is no longer 
the case in these days of the ‘54 
Specialists’ about whom I wrote last 
week. The big contracting firms will no 
doubt be known for the size of their 
achievements, and we hope that there will 
continue to be a sufficient number of 
giant schemes afoot to keep their organ- 
isations and skills employed. For the 
smaller builder whose crane is not so high 
there will always be a steady flow of 
smaller work which may be denied to the 
more mighty. Time will tell.

BID Appeal for Fair Deal 


An appeal for a fair deal for the distribu- 
tive trade, for proper recognition of the vital 
part distribution plays in industry and an end 
to official discrimination against it was made 
on Friday, January 30 by Mr. A. G. P. 
Lincoln, President of Building Industry Dis- 
tributors, the national association of 
builders’ merchants. Speaking in Cardiff at 
the annual dinner of the South Wales and 
Monmouthshire area of BID, Mr. Lincoln 
pointed out, as an example of official dis- 
crimination, that industrial buildings had 
an annual tax allowance of 2 per cent, 
whereas commercia] buildings, which 
include shops, warehouses, showrooms and 
offices receive no allowance.

OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA. — The South Australian 
Government has agreed to the establishment 
of a steel works at Whyalla on which £30m. 
will be spent by 1970. Lysaght Works Pty., 
Ltd., have also announced a £7m. expansion 
of their New South Wales galvanised iron 
works.... Clyde Industries are erecting, at 
a total cost of £2m., four plants near Mel- 
bourne, for the manufacture of rolling stock 
and diesel locomotives. ... German firms are 
entering the manufacturing field in force. 
Volkswagen, Daimler-Benz and the German 
Lloyd car firm all have plans to extend their 
plants in order to increase production. ... 
APCEL (an amalgamation of Cellulose Aus- 
tralia, Ltd., and APM, Ltd.), is to establish 
a tissue-paper mill near Millicent... . 
Vacuum Oil Company are planning a £16m. 
refinery near Adelaide. BP Australia are to 
construct a £44m. oil storage and blending 
plant in Victoria....Australian Carbon 
Black Pty. are erecting a £2m. plant at 
Altona, Victoria.... Joseph Lucas (Austra- 
lia), Ltd., plan to spend £500,000 on develop- 
ments during the year. 

BOLIVIA.—A draft contract with the 
Government for the construction of a tyre 
factory at Cochabamba was submitted on 
behalf of the General Tyre and Rubber 
Company of the United States to the Minis- 
ter of National Economy....A_ repre- 
sentative of the Argentine Government, 
Senor Roberto Cotta, visited La Paz to dis- 
cuss a project for the canalisation of the 
River Bermejo to facilitate transport, hydro- 
electric schemes and agricultural irrigation. 
It is proposed that a joint commission of 
the two countries should be set up early next 
year to study the project....A contract was 
signed recently between the Bolivian Govern- 
ment and the Italian firm ‘ Technit, under 
which the firm will make studies at a cost 
of US $126,500 for the development of the 
town of Santa Cruz. The studies will cover 
street developments, electrical, petroleum, 
gas and water supplies and sanitation. ... The 
National Chamber of Mining has drawn up 
a plan for the establishment of chemical 
factories in the Department of Cruro to 
make use of sulphur and other minerals 
available in the area....The Ministry of 
Public Works and officials of POINT IV 
have continued to study the project for the 
construction of a road from Oruro to the 
Chilean port of Iquique....Senor Roman 
Ponce de Leon of the Peruvian National 
Fund for Economic Development visited La 
Paz to discuss projects for the construction 
of a new bridge over the River Desaguadero 
(on the Bolivian/Peruvian border) and a 
road, using this bridge between La Paz and 
the port of Ilo in Peru. 

CANADA.—A $33m. 1,900-mile road con- 
struction and paving programme has been 
announced by the Manitoba Provincial 
Government. ... Approval for the construc- 
tion of a 10-storey block of flats has been 
given by the Edmonton, Alberta, Develop- 
ment Appeal Board....A 42-unit $500,000 
motor hotel is under consideration for Sas- 
katoon, Alberta....The Ontario Municipal 
Board have approved a plan to develop a 


Main-street shopping centre in Waterloo. 
Town officials will now negotiate with a 
number of developers working on plans for 
this project....A 63-suite, four-storey block 
of flats is planned for Toronto by Roseland 
Developments, Limited....The Toronto 
Stock Exchange and the Toronto Evening 
Telegram have combined to build a 40-storey 
office building in which both of these con- 
cerns will be housed, to be located at King- 
street East and Church-street....Work on 
the development project for Campbell River, 
British Columbia, waterfront is scheduled to 
get under way immediately. ...Terminal 
City Club, Vancouver, has approved a 
$1,800,000 plan to renovate and extend its 
present premises. Development will take 
two years and includes underground park- 
ing facilities and three additional floors 
overlooking the harbour.... / A $1,500,000 
bulk loading plant for the Vancouver water- 
front has been approved by the Coastwise 
Pier, Ltd., and Pacific Coast Terminals, Ltd. 
The plant will be built on a 2,400 ft. water 
frontage at Barnet, BC. ... The Government 
has approved $41,500,000-worth of projects 
to promote winter municipal works, and 
combat unemployment, on a cost-sharing 
basis.... More than 400 homes are planned 
for Westphal, Nova Scotia, in a $6,500,000 
development programme announced by the 
Commodore Co., Ltd., of Halifax. Present 
plans are to build the houses during the next 
five years.... A contract for the construction 
of a deep water harbour at Port Cartier, 
about 300 miles north-east of Quebec City, 
has been awarded to Canit Construction 
(Quebec), Ltd., and A. Janin Cie Ltee....A 
$7m. low-cost housing project is planned 
for Petite Riviere, near Quebec City, by Les 
Patois Inc., of Quebec....Contracts worth 
more than $3,100,000 for various phases in 
the construction of the South Saskatchewan 
River dam have been let. 

CANADA.—A Halifax firm, Foundation 
Maritime Ltd., has been awarded a general 
contract for about $2,500,000 to complete 
construction of a wing to the Nova Scotian 
Hotel in Halifax. Target date for opening 
the addition is the spring of 1960. On com- 
pletion it will give the popular Nova 
Scotian a guest capacity more than double 
its present 150 bedrooms. Mr. H. C. Green- 
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sides, of Montreal, is chief architect for the 
CNR. 

HONG KONG.—Tenders awarded by the 
Hong Kong Government recently include the 
Winsome Co.—$6,737,573, for the building of 
the new 500-bed mental Hospital at Castle 
Peak; Cheong Lee Construction Co.— 
£3,375,050 for Resettlement Housing at Wong 
Tai Sim and $2,403,420 for a new Magistracy 
at North Kowloon (Palmer & Turner, archi- 
tects). 

IRAN.—The $40m. loan from the US 
Development Loan Fund is to be allocated 
to the following projects: silo construction, 
road construction, asphalting, water and 
electricity, railway stations at Meshed and 
Tabriz,. road maintenance and extensions to 
the Tehran Power Station. 

NEW ZEALAND.—The Government's 
works programme for 1958/59 envisages 
expenditure of about £70m. The largest 
allocation is for electric power development 
(£26.5m.), national roads (£9.2m.), State house 
construction (£9.5m.), educational building 
(£7.5m.) and telephone and telegraph exten- 
sions (£6.2m.). The local authority capital 
programme has more than doubled since 
1952, and seems likely to be maintained 
this year. The largest element is drainage 
and sewerage and other major items are elec- 
tric supply, hospital works, harbour works 
and water works. The Government spent 
about £20m. in 1957/58 on new power supply 
and expect to spend £26.5m. in the current 
financial year. Local supply authorities 
spend just under £10m, a year on reticulation 
and installation. A White Paper published 
last year reduced the scope of the long-term 
development plan. It looks ahead to 1965 
instead of 1970. The 480 mW Benmore sta- 
tion in the South Island, which is intended 
to feed the North Island, is to proceed 
slowly. The new plan retains an additional 
generator at each of two hydro stations now 
under construction on the Waikato River 
(Ohakuri and Atiamuri), a new 60 mW 
station on the Aratiatai Rapids and further 
development of geothermal steam power. It 
also provides for a new 180 mW hydro sta- 
tion at Mareitai on the Waikato River. In 
the meantime the possibility of developing 
further hydro or geothermal steam resources 
in the North Island is being investigated. 
Expenditure on roads, streets and bridges 
has been £30m. a year since 1956. There 
may, however, be some falling off in 1959 
and imports of road building equipment 
which have been substantial may be at a 
lower rate. The new Wellington airport will 
be opened this year and the next major 
improvements will probably be at Auckland 
and Dunedin. For Auckland a site has been 
selected at Mangere and _ consultants 
appointed to carry out a survey and prepare 
a basic plan. Thereafter several smaller 
fields used for scheduled services by New 
Zealand Airways Corporation will have to 
be brought up to date in time for use by 
DC3 aircraft, With one or two minor excep- 
tions harbours are controlled by local Har- 
bour Boards. Normal maintenance works 
are financed from revenues but in addition 
Public Loans Board sanctions loans to fin- 
ance major improvements. These have been 
around £3m. a year in recent years and the 
total loans sanctioned for schemes now in 
progress exceed £30m. A new wharf to 
provide two more berths is under construc- 
tion and a further two berths may be
